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PREFACE. 

AS  the  Medicine  which  is  the  Subjeft  of 
this  Piece,  has  made  a  good  deal  of 
Noife  in  the  World,  and  is  likely  to. 
make  more,  I  thought  it  would  be  fitting  to  give 
the  Public  fome  account  of  it  •,  and  the  more  fo  be- 
caufe  it  has  many  zealous  Friends  and  bitter  Ene¬ 
mies. 

Thofe  who  are  it’s  Friends,,  have  feen  great  and 
furprizing  Cures  performed  by  it,  and  out  of  love 
of  Juflice  and  for  the  good  of  their  Fellow-Crea¬ 
tures,  would  willingly  fee  it  univerfally  ufed.  But 
yet  as  they  are  in  general  ftrangers  to  many 
branches  of  it’s  extraordinary  Efficacy,  not  having 
opportunity  to  fee  all  the  various  Cafes  which  fall 
under  the  adminiftration  of  it,  and  it’s  Succefs  in 
thofe  Cafes  *,  it  is  not  improper  to  put  them  toge¬ 
ther  for  their  Conveniency,  and  any  who  choofe  it 
may  be  fatisfied  of  the  veracity  of  every  Circum- 
fiance  here  alledged  j  if  they  apply  to  me,  or  to 
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Mr.  Dove,  We  will  take  the  trouble  of  convin¬ 
cing  them  by  indubitable  teflimony  ;  and  after  that 
We  fhall  have  a  claim  upon  them  in  behalf  of  the 
Public  and  ourfelves,  that  they  would  not  oppole 
it  j  if  not  ftrongly  recommend  it,  where  they  meet 
with  any  of  thofe  Cafes. 

Thofe  who  have  been  Enemies  to  it,  without 
knowing  what  it  was,  as  has  been  the  Cafe  with 
many,  may  now  inform  themfelves  concerning  it, 
and  if  they  pleafe  too,  may  be  afllired  of  every 
particular.  This  ftep  it  behoves  them  to  take  be- 
jfore  they  oppofe  it,  otherwife  they  will  be  guilty 
of  a  very  glaring  Injuftice.

Thofe,  who  have  oppofed  it  out  of  Envy,  or 
otlierwife,  I  would  advife  to  be  cautious  how  they 
fpeak  againft  it  j  for  in  the  eyes  of  impartial  peo¬ 
ple  they  will  now  bring  a  juft  cenfure  on  them¬ 
felves,  unlefs  they  can  alledge  many  inftances  of 
it’s  inefficacy.  But  let  them  remember,  that  the 
virtues  of  no  Specific  are  to  be  brought  in  Queftion 
for  it’s  failure  in  one  Cafe  out  of  ten  ;  and  yet  I 
think  this  medicine  will  fail  even  lefs  than  that. 

It  is  certain  I  have  faid  many  and  great  things  of 
the  Power  of  One  Medicine^  and  at  the  fame  time 
affirm  that  this  Medicine  is  perfectly  innocent.' 
Unlefs  I  had  been  fit  for  Bedlam^  it  can  hardly  be 
fuppofed  that  I  would  have  expofed  fo  much  with¬ 
out  unqueftionable  evidence.  But,  it  will,  be  faid, 
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what  you  fay  is  incredible.  It  may  be  faid  fo.  But 
fuppofe  I  fliould  fpeak  the  Truth  ;  could  I  pofllbly 
have  offered  a  fairer  method  to  come  at  it  than  I 
do  in  the  Introdudlion  to  this  Piece  ?  If  any  think 
I  could,  I  do  there  offer  to  fubmit  to  their  method, 
provided  it  be  reafonable.  And  it  is  certain,  that 
if,  after  all  this  fair  and  plain  dealing  towards  the 
Public,  I  am  flill  notwithflanding  fufpedfed  of  ad¬ 
vancing  falfities,  and  of  a  defire  of  impofing  on 
Mankind ;  I  fay,  if,  after  all  this,  fuch  a  Sulpi- 
cion  of  me  be  entertained,  it  is  unjuft ;  and,  if 
there  be  an  unwillingnefs  to  be  convinced,  fuch  a 
method  is  ftopping  all  avenues  to  Truth. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


NO  Artifl:  or  Mechanic  is  required  to  per¬ 
form  any  part  of  his  art  without  the 
help  of  Inftruments  ;  be  he  never  fo 
fkilful  he  does  not  lay  them’  alide  j  but  the  more 
able  he  is,  the  more  certain  you  will  be  always  to 
find  the  beft  inftruments  about  him,  and  in  the  beft 
order.  An  indifferent  hand  is  always  content¬ 
ed  with  indifferent  tools,  and  really  he  is  general¬ 
ly  no  true  judge  of  the  beft  tools.  But  the  fkilful 
artift  or  mechanic  is  not  fatisfied  if  he  has  not  got 
the  beft,  and  with  their  affiftance  he  will  compleac 
a  pq-fed:  peice  in  it’s  kind,  or  at  leaft  fomething 
that  is  far  beyond  the  abilities  of  the  ordinary  work¬ 
man.  Even  lo  it  is  in  Phyfic.  Medicines  are 
the  Inftruments  with  which  Phyficians  work,  and 
without  them  they  can  do  nothing.  The  greateft 
knowledge  of  the  animal  oeconomy,  and  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  fundions  and  operations  of  the  Organs  of 
the  Human  Body  ;  the  greateft  abilities  for  the 
Difcernment  of  the  various  diforders  that  do  and 
may  attend  the  movement  of  thofe  different  Or- 
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gans  ;  the  greateft  fkill  in  all  the  Branches  of  the 
different  remedies  now  in  public  ule  by  Phyficians 
all  this,  I  fay,  will  not  at  all  avail  the  Patient  if 
fome  remedy  be  not  interirally  or  externally  applied 
to  his  Body>  that  thereby  the  difordered  motions 
thereof  may  be  red:ified>  and  every  part  of  it  put 
into  that  primary  ftate,  in  which  it  is  by  nature  ; 
fo  that  the  various  motions  of  the  Body  voluntary 
or  involuntary  may  be  performed  without  trouble 
or  pain  to  the  individual.  This  is  fo  plain,  that 
none,  who  think  at  all,  will  deny  the  truth  of 
what  I  have  here  faid.  If  this  be  then  the  Cafe, 
much  lefs  will  clafTical  Learning,  a  great  know¬ 
ledge  of  Languages,  or  an  uncommon  fkill  in  Ma¬ 
thematics  or  Numbers  in  the  Phyfician  be  of  fer- 
vice  to  his  Patient,  After  all  the  pompous  argu¬ 
ments  that  may  be  brought  to  fupport  this  farrago 
of  Science,  the  whole  muft  be  reduced  to  this,  it 
muft  center  here,  that  fome  remedy  mufl  be  applied  to 
tlie  difordered  Body  of  the  Patient  ;  and  in  the 
choice  of  this  Remedy  depends  the  Succefs  of  the 
Cure.  I  fpeak  humanly.  This  Choice,  which  is 
of  fo  great  importance,  the  Phyfician  cannot  be  af- 
filled  in  by  Mathematical  knowledge,  whatever 
fome  may  fay  in  vindication  of  it,  nor  by  Skill  in 
Languages,  &c.  He  muft  have  a  knowledge  of 
the  Animal  QEconomy,  and  muft  be  capable  of 
difcerning  what  diforder  within  the  Body  will  oc- 
cafion  thole  outward  fymptoms  and  apparent  Pains 
with  which  his  Patient  is  affedled,  and  he  muft 
likewife  have  a  certain  knowledge  of  the  powers  of 
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the  various  remedies  in  the  materia  medica  ;  that  fo 
he  may  be  able  to  apply  that  remedy  which  is  pro¬ 
per  to  the  Diforder  of  his  Patient.  For,  as  I  juft 
now  faid,  Medicines  are  the  Inftruments  made  ufe 
of  to  cure  Difeafes,  and  on  whatever  fide,  whether 
of  Nature  or  of  the  Dileafe,  they  lean,  they  will 
and  do  in  every  great  Cafe  determine  the  Event  to 
Health  or  to  Heath.  Of  how  great  importance  is 
it  then  for  a  Phyfician  to  be  extremely  careful  what 
medicines  he  adminifters,  and  to  be  fo  well  Ikilled 

in  the  Power  of  Medicines  or  the  Materia  Medica 
as  to  be  able  to  make  a  proper  Choice  ? 

As  I  have  mentioned  the  Infufficiency  or  even  » 
inutility  of  Mathematics  in  the  Pradice  of  Phyfic, 
tho’  I  do  not  intend  to  enter  into  a  critical  difcuf- 
fion  of  the  matter,  which  would  carry  me  too  far, 
for  the  Field  is  large,  yet  I  will  juft  mention  an  in- 
ftance  or  two  of  the  infignificancy  of  it.

Dn  KeilU  in  his  Eflay  to  afcertain  the  Force  of 
the  Heart  in  driving  the  Blood  through  the  whole 
Body,  fays,  ‘‘  There  is  not  any  Problem  in  the  A- 
“  nimal  CEconomy,  which  appears  to  be  of  great- 
er  Difficulty  than  that  about  the  Force  of  the 
Heart.  And  the  Labour  and  Pains  Borelli  has 
taken  in  Eleven  Propofitions  to  determine  it,  do 
only  demonftrate  that  the  Method  he  ufed  was 
extremely  intricate,  and  his  determination  of  its 
‘‘  being  equal  to  more  than  135,000.10.  weight 
is  paft  all  credibility.  So  much  Geometry

employed  to  fo  little  purpofe  by  fo  great  a  Man 
“  has  undoubtedly  deterred  others  from  attempting 
‘‘  it.”  (And  fo  I  think  it  fhould  deter  any  reafon- 
able  man  •,  for  after  all  his  Pains,  the  advantage 
received  from  it  would  not  be  worth  the  trouble. 
However  it  does  not  deter  the  Do6lor  from  his  fa¬ 
vourite  geometrical  fcheme  ;  he  goes  on)  :  ‘‘  But 
I  hope  to  make  it  appear  that  a  very  little  Ge- 
ometry,  rightly  made  ufe  of,  will.eafily  deter- 
mine  this  feemingly  very  intricate  problem.” 
‘And  after  he  has  tofled  the  Ball  backwards  and 
forwards  for-fome  time,  .he  gives  it  as  a  deter¬ 
mined  pofition,  that  the  force  of  the  Heart  is 
equal  to  the  weight  of  five  Ounces.”  So  that 
the  Difference  between  thofe  two  great  Geometri¬ 
cians,  in  the  force  of  fo  fmall  an  Organ  as  the  Hu¬ 
man  Heart,  is  only  that  of  1 34, 995^.  and  fome 
ounces.  And  if  I  may  believe  one,  who  was  full 
equal  to  either  of  thefe  two,  they  are  both  greatly 
miftaken,  'and  wide  of  the  mark.  Borelli  requi- 
‘‘  red  a  force  in  the  Heart  equal  to  the  Preffure  of 
i8o,ooOife.  weight,  to  move  2olb.  weight  of 
Blood,  whereas  from  what  has  been  demonftra- 
“  ted  (thefe  are  Dr.  KeilPs  words)  above  loolh. 
“  w^eight  of  Blood  may  be  moved  by  a  Force  in 
the  Heart  which  does  not  exceed  the  Preffure  of 
“  one  pound  at  moft.  ”  Here  again  is  a  tri¬ 
fling  difference  between  thefe  two  great  men  of 
899,995^.  Such  is  the  infallible  Certainty  of 
Mathematics  when  applied  to  Phyfic,  for  each  of 
thefe  tv/o  great  men  have  equal  right  to  be  believed  j 
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and  thus  have  they,  whofe  Ikill  in  numbers  none 
can  contefb,  fhewn  how  much  their  Skill  in  Phyfic 
,  v/as  improveable  by  geometrical  Problems. 

Mathematical  Science  is  infallible  when  not  mif- 
applied  ;  but  in  Phyfic  they  are  mifapplied,  not- 
withflanding  what  fome  men  may  fay,  and  are 
therefore  in  that  application  very  fallible  ;  becaufe 
the  Parties  there  proceed  on  falfe  Principles. 

Dr.  Keill  has  alfo  demonftrated  (as  he  thought) 
by  mathematical  calculations,  that  looib.  is  the 
Quantity  of  Blood  in  a  Man  weighing  i6olb.  and 
Dr.  Moulin  fays  that  the  Quantity  of  Blood  in  fuch 
a  Man  will  not  exceed  81fe. 

» 

With  regard  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  KnoW” 
kdge  of  Phyfic  in  the  Theoretic  Part ;  that  ap¬ 
pears  prefently  to  one  who  has  hudied  the  Works 
of  many  great  Phyficians.,  For  he  finds  amongft 
them  fuch  a  Diverfity  of  Opinions,  that  he  is  often 
more  at  a  lofs  after  perufmg  them  than  before.  He 
finds  feveral  of  the  greateft  and  mod  eminent  Phy- 
ficians.  Advocates  for  the  Pradlice  of  Bleeding, 
Purging,  or  Vomiting  in  general  and  in  feveral 
particular  Cafes  ;  and  he  likewife  finds  feveral  of 
the  greateft  and  mofl;  eminent  Phyficians  as  warm 
Advocates  againft  the  Pra6lice  of  Bleeding,  Purg¬ 
ing,  or  Vomiting  in  general,  and  alfo  in  thofe  ve¬ 
ry  particular  Cafes  in  which  the  former  fo  much 
recommend  it. 
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Some  have  afcribed  all  Difeafes  to  certain  gene¬ 
ral  Caufes  ;  Others  have  afcribed  all  Difeafes  to 
Hypochondriacal  PalTions ;  Some  have  afcribed 
them  all  to  the  Scurvy  ;  Others,  to  Convulfions  ; 
Others,  to  a  Debility  in  the  Animal  Spirits  ;  O- 
thers,  to  an  indifpofition  of  the  Glands.  Some 
have  afcribed  them  all  to  an  improper  State  of  the 
Saliva y  or  of  the  Gall.  Some,  to  a  too  great 
quantity  of  Acid  in  the  Body  ^  Some,  to  a  too  great 
quantity  of  Alcali ;  Some,  to  a  vicious  State  of  the 
humours  of  the  Body  in  general ;  Others  fay,  the 
humours  of  the  Body  are  never  corrupted  but  by 
an  indifpofition  of  the  Solids,  thefe  therefore  fay% 
the  Caufe  of  all  Difeafes  is  to  be  fought  amongft 
the  Solids^  &c.  &c.  Thus  is  a  man  after  much 
lludy  left  in  the  Dark,  and  obliged,  though  his 
intentions  be  never  fo  upright,  to  ad;  with  fome 
degree  of  uncertainty  ;  and  this  every  candid  learn¬ 
ed  Gentleman  of  the  ProfelTion  will  own,  if 
he  will  do  juftice  to  his  .confcience,  and  confefs 
that  which  within  himfelf  he  knows  to  be  truth. 
For  Conciliador^  a  famous  S'[ayiijh  Phyfician,  fays, 
it  is  anAnfeparable  Quality  of  a  bad  Phyfician 
^  never  to  own  his  Ignorance.’  The  famous  and 
truly  great  Dr.  Sydenham  did  own  it,  and  a  famous 
Phyfician,  fpeaking  of  himfelf  and  others,  fays  of 
Ivis  ProfelTion,  ^is  enim  efi^  qui  femel  non  erret  ? 
Aiit  quis  qui  femel  tantwn  erret  ?  Diibito  an  fem;per 
non  erremus. 
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Notwithftanding  all  this,  fo  great  is  the  Preju¬ 
dice  of  Mankind  in  general  in  favour  of  the  Phyfi- 
cians,  owing  to  their  great  fear  of  Death  confe- 
quent  to  their  eftrangement  to,  and  want  of  Con¬ 
fidence  in  their  C  R  E  AT  O  R  and  SAVIOUR;^ 
that  in  flight  Cafes,  where  nature  would,  if  left  to 
herfelf,  by  abftinence,  relieve  herfelf  foon, 
there  they  quickly  load  themfelves  with  medicine, 
(whereas  the  lefs  a  man  takes  the  better)  and  by 
that  means  often  make  a  trifling diforder  an  important 
illnefs  ;  nay,  when  nothing  ails  them  they  muft  be 
taking  Phyfic,  and  fo  do  they,  for  fear  of  Sicknels 
and  Death,  impair  their  Health,  and  often  bring 
them  both  on  fooner.  The  Italians  have  a  droll 
Proverb  on  this  Pradlice,  lo  ft av a  lene^  ho  voluto 
ftar  maglio  \  ho  pigliato  un  rimedio^  C?  ne  fono  morto. 
I  was  w.ell^  I  would  he  better  ;  I  Jook  Phyftc^  and  I 
Jied  of  iL  The  Emperor  Adrian  faid  Hurhd  Medi^ 
xorum  perii ;  fuch  as  thefe  might  each  fay  Hurhd  Re- 
mediorum  peril.  When  they  are  quite  fick,  then 
they  apply  ta  them  with  a  Confidence  and  Hope 
in  them  due  to  No  Man  upon  Earth,  §  and  fo  are 
very,  very  often  deceived.  I  myfelf  have  been  wit- 
:nefs  to  fuch  a  reception  given  to  the  Phyfician,  as 
if  his  bare  Prefence  could  work  miracles  on  his  dif- 
eafed  Patient.  The  Gentlemen  of  the  Profeflion 
themfelves  cannot  but  applaud  what  I  here  fay, 
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as  they  are  frequently  witnefs  of  the  truth  of  this 
■great  Error.  They  are  too  wife  to  affume  to  them- 
■felves  more  than  belongs  to  Men. 

I  have  before  obferved,  Medicines  are  the  In- 
ftruments  of  Phyficians  to  cure  Difeafes,  without 
the  application  of  which  Medicines,  the  greatefl 
Science  is  to  no  Purpofe  ;  fo  it  is  no  Impeachment 
to  their  Abilities  in  the  Science  of  Phyfic,  that  one 
or  the  other  Diforder  is  unconquerable  to  them. 
For  if  there  be  no  Medicine  in  the  whole  Materia 
7nedica^  that  can  fubdue  that  Diforder  when  it  has 
attained  any  force,  it  would  be  very  unreafonable 
to  afk  them  to  do  that  for  which  they  are  not  pre¬ 
pared,  and  when  they  cannot  be  blamed  for  not 
being  fo  prepared.  Now  that  this  is  the  Cafe  in 
confirmed  T>iarrhccas^  Dyfenteries,  &c.  is  beyond 
all  Doubt  and  Controverfy  ;  let  thofe  who  doubt 
It,  and  who  would  have  authorities  of  weight  to 
be  convinced  of  it,  confult  on  that  head  Ccelius  Au- 
relianus^  Rhaza^  Avicenna^  •  Retrus  Salins  Diverfas, 
'Lazarus  Riverius^  &c.  and  they  will  find  I  do  not 
fpeak  at  random.  It  is  true,  fome  of  our  modern 
Praclitioners  have  affirmed  they  can  cure  thofe  dif- 
orders  ;  but  then  the  number  of  Patients  of  that 
fort  who  are  carried  off  while  under  their  hands, 
and  the  many  who  apply  for  Dr.  Cockbm^7ih  Elec¬ 
tuary  and  are  cured  by  it,  after  vain  attempts  on 
their  fide,  are  ffifficient  evidences  of  the  great  want 
of  a  Medicine  for  thofe  grievous  and  dangerous 
diforders.  That  Afbringents  are-  improper,  inef- 
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"  fedlual,  and  even  very  dangerous  if  applied  to  a 
confirmed  Loofenefs^  where  the  Stimulus  is  great,  or 
when  it  is  occafioned  by  an  Ulcer ^  the  Piles^  or  a 
Stri^ure  in  the  Guts^  or  if  it  be  a  Watry  Loofenefs^ 
(for  in  thofe  Cafes  they  cannot  afllfl:,  and  often 
give  the  Patient  much  more  pain)  is  well  known 
■'by  the  learned  Phyficians  :  I  therefore  fhall  not 
dwell  on  that. 

This  Medicine  of  the  late  Dr.  Cockhurn  is  a  Spe^- 
cific  againft  all  LoofeneJJes  and  Bloody  Fluxes^  and  a- 
gainfl:  almoft  all  other  Fluxes.  Now  the  very  ex- 
jftence  of  a  Specific  is  confidently  denied  by  fome 
Phyficians  ;  but  without  entering  into  a  Difcuffion 
on  the  reafonablenefs  of  the  Probability,  to  fay  no 
more,  that  the  Creator  of  the  World  fhould  ap¬ 
point  particular  Plants,  for  the  Relief  of  his 

Creatures  labouring  under  fuch  and  fuch  Difor- 
ders,  I  fhall  juft  obferve,  that  the  uncommon  fuc- 
cefs  of  the  Indians  in  curing  many  diforders,  each 
by  a  particular  plant,  the  knowledge  of  which  they 
will  not  communicate,  and  that  famous  medicine, 
v/ell  known  by  the  name  of  Jefuils  Bark^  and  now 
fo  much  in  ufe,  are  evidences  that  there  are  Speci¬ 
fics  ;  without  aliedging  fome  publifhed  not  very 
long  ago  by  fome  Englifih  Phyficians.  An  Author 
of  Reputation  and  great  Learning,  who  had  been 
fome  time  in  Chili.,  relates,  that  among  the  Laws 
of  the  Tnca  Pachacutec.,  that  of  the  knowledge  of 
Plants  was  among  the  Principal.  He  ordered  that 
None  of  his  Subjeds  fliouid  be  called  a  Phyfician, 

that 
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that  was  not  well  verfed  in  all  the  Qualities  of 
Plants,  either  hurtful  or  falutary ;  from  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  which  Law  the  people  of  that  vaft  Em¬ 
pire  applied  themfelves  diligently  to  that  wondrous 
knowledge,  of  which  there  are  great  remains  even 
to  this  day.  Some  of  them,  he  fays,  cure  wounds 
in  a  few  days  by  the  foie  application  of  the  leaf  of 
a  certain  plant ;  and  he  gives  inltanees  of  their  cu¬ 
ring  particular  diforders  by  the  foie  ufe  of  thofe 
plants  which  they  know  to  be  proper  to  each  dif- 
ordcr. 

That  there  always  have  been  among  that  learn¬ 
ed  Body,  the  Phyficians,  many  who  envioufly  op- 
pofe  all  improvements  of  any  kind,  I  could  give 
feveral  examples  of.  I  will  mention  only  one  *,  and 
that  is  the  virulent' oppofition  given  to  that  learn¬ 
ed  Man,  Dr.  Gideo?!  Harvey^  on  account  of  his  Dif- 
f  every  of  the  Circulaticn  of  the  Blood this  is  fo  re¬ 
markable  an  Inftance  of  it,  that  I  need  Subjoin  no 
other  *,  and  the  more  fo,  becaufe  on  that  very  ac¬ 
count  he  is  now  fo  much  extolled  by  all  Phyficians, 
and  his  Statue  erefted  in  the  College  zt  London. 

It  is  now  a  good  while  fince  I  acquainted  the 
World  that  this  famous  Specific  Medicine  of  the 
late  Dr,  JVilUam  Cockhurn  againft  Fluxes  of  all 
kinds,  which  he  fo  fuccefsfully  made  ufe  of  in  his 
private  Prad:ice,  and  on  Board  the  Royal  Navy, 
was  not  loil,  as  fome  im.agined  and  feared  ;  but 
that  I  Yt^as  poTefred  of  it,  and  had  alfo  communi¬

The  high  Reputation  the  Do6bor  and  his  Medi¬ 
cine  had  during  his  Life,  the  particular  Compli¬ 
ment  he  received  from  his  late  Majelly  King  Wil¬ 
liam',  from  Lewis  the  XIVth,  (who  ordered  his 
Envoy  Mr.  Fouffin  to  treat  with  him  about  it^ 
which  was  prevented  by  the  War’s  breaking  out 
then)  from  the  celebrated  Boerhaave,  the  learned 
Dr.  Lancifi,  Phyflcian  to  Pope  Clement  XL 
the  Accounts  from  our  Army,  from  our  Admi¬ 
rals,  Sea  Captains,  and  Surgeons,  ^c,  (which  are 
lodged  in  the  Admiralty)  the  great  Good  done, 

and 
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aind  the  Thoufands  then  preferved  by  his  Remedy,^ 
are  quite  fufficient  to  fcreen  me  from  the  Imputa¬ 
tion  of  endeavouring  to  impofe  a  Quack-Medicine 
on  the  World,  and  of  puffing  it  off :  Befides,  I 
am  under  no  Temptation  of  that  fort ;  and,  could 
I  have  diverted  myfelf  of  my  Love  to  my  Fellow- 
Creatures,  an  Advertifement  of  this  Nature  had 
never  appeared. 

If  it  be  objedted  we  have  Remedies  enough  al¬ 
ready  for  thofe  Difeafe's, '  and  that  Loofeneffes, 
Bloody  Fluxes,  are  eafily  cured  ;  fuch  as 

think  fo,  are  welcome  to  let  this  alone  :  ’Tis  the 
Miferable,  the  Fmaciated,  and  the  Poor,  in  ffiort, 
thole  that  cannot  otherwile  be  cured,  that  it  is  de- 
frgned  for.  But  if  thofe  Difeafes  are  fo  eafily  cu¬ 
red,  why  do  they  fo  often  brave  the  Skill  of  the 
Phyfician,  conquer  and  kill  fo  many  ^  The  Ha- 
vock  made  in  our  Fleets  and  Armies  by  Fluxes, 
as  well  as  many  that  die  by  a  hidden  Loofenefs  in 
the  Small-Pox,  Cffc.  are  flagrant  Memorials  of  the 
Truth  of  this,  and  of  the  Value  of  a  Medicine  of 
this  fort. 

If  it  be  enquired,  why  fo  efficacious  a  Medicine 
is  not  made  public  ?  I  anfwer,  for  the  fame  Rea- 
fons  the  Autlior  of  it  refilled  to  make  it  fo,  viz. 
for  fear  it  fliould  undergo  the  unhappy  Fate,  that 
almofl:  every  other  good  Medicine  has.  Lucrative 
Views  would  not  have  prevented  my  declaring  it 
to  all  Mankind  ,  thefc  I  could  have  repelled  :  And

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as  they  have  not  now  induced  me  to  publifh  this, 
it  cannot  be  expedted  that  I  Ihould  give  particular 
Accounts  of  the  Cures  performed  by  this  Medi¬ 
cine,  as  is  the  Cuftom  among  Quacks  ;  and  fo 
much  the  lefs,  as  I  fhould  be  obliged  to  publifh  all 
the  Cafes,  or  fhould  do  Injuftice  to  thofe  I  did 
not ;  the  Medicine  never  failing  to  fhew  its  Effica¬ 
cy.  It  is  amazing,  from  what  a  mdferable  State  it 
refcues  thofe  that  take  it,  of  w^hich  I  have  lately 
had  feveral  furprizing  Inftances,  and  concerning 
which,  thofe  who  queflion  it  may  be  fatisfkd. 
The  almoft  infallible  Succefs,  with  which  Dr. 
Cockburn  adminifter’d  it,  is  known  to  Thoufands 
now  living.  That  what  is  here  propofed  is  truly 
his  Medicine,  the  World  is  to  take  my  Word  5

I  well  remember  that  at  that  time,  fome  (who 
very  well  knew  the  intimacy  that  fubfifted  between 
•  the  late  Dr.  Cockburn  and  my  Father,  and  who 
were  likewife  themfelves  acquainted  with  the  Doc¬ 
tor)  doubted  that  I  had  that  Secret,  and  even  went 
fo  far  as  to  fpeak  out  that  They  were  certain  I  had 
it  not.  I  then  took  no  notice  of  it,  and  what  I  fay 
here  now,  proceeds  not  from  any  dilpleafure  againft 
them  for  what  they  have  fo  faid  ;  on  the  contrary, 
I  think  they  had  fome  reafon  for  fpeaking  as  they 
did,  and  are  therefore  in  that  relpedl  excufable.  I

‘  thod  of  curing  Fluxes.  '  The  Do61:or,  after  ac- 

*  knowledging  his  obligations  for  their  efteem  and 
‘  good  opinion  of  him,  replied,  that  after  fome 
!  late  experiences,  he  had  reafon  to  think  he  w^as 
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*  able  to  ferve  them  in  that  particular  ;  and  as 
‘  they  were  Ferfons  who  had  the  good  of  the  Ser- 
‘  vice  and  the  Health  of  the  Seamen  moll  at 
‘  Heart,  fo  his  Anfwer  gave  them  the  greateft 
‘  Pleafure  and  Satisfa6lion. 

‘  The  next  Queflion  then  was,  when  he  would 
‘  attempt  the  Cure  of  this  multitude  of  miferable 
‘  men  ?  The  following  Day  was  agreed  upon  for 
‘  that  Purpofe,  which  was  the  twenty- third  of 
‘  1^96,  when  he  found  on  board  the  Sand- 

‘  wich  about  feventy  who  could  walk  about,  and

‘  them  in  three  Days  :  the  Weakeft  could  leave 
‘  their  Hammocks  in  a  week  or  ten  Days.  This 
‘  Recovery  was  fo  confpicuous,  that  the  Do6lor 
‘  had  many  Patients  in  the  other  Ships  of  the 
‘  Fleet.  Thefe  Cures  were  faithfully  related  at 
‘  the  Admiralty -Board  by  Sir  Cloudejly  Shovelli 
‘  and  on  his  Report  He  was  ordered  to  purchafe  a 
‘  Quantity  of  it  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Squadron  he 
‘  was  going  to  command  in  the  Mediterranean. 

'Phus 
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Thus  was  this  Great  Medicine  firfl:  introduced 
into  the  Royal  Navy,  where  it  has  been  entertain¬ 
ed,  in  fpite  of  great  and  powerful  Oppofition,  for 
near  Forty  Tears^  with  a  Succefs,  that  perhaps  no 
other  known  Medicine  can  boall  of ;  which  Suc¬ 
cefs  has  been  attefted  by  all  the  Lords  Commiffioners 
for  executing  the  office  oi  Lord  High  Admiral  in  all 
that  time  ;  infomuch  that,  to  fecure  the  Medicine 
againfl:  further  Attempts,  as  far  as  Human  Wif- 
dom  can  provide.  They  fent  their  Orders  to  the 
Principal  Officers  and  Commiffioners  of  the  Navy^  that 
All  his  Majeftfs  Ships ^  that  are  to  he  fitted  out  for 
the  Mediterranean,  or~the  Indies,  he  furnijhed  from> 
time  to  time  with  the  fame  proportion  of  Medicine  they 
were  formerly  fupplied  with,

Now  all  the  feV^eral  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  du¬ 
ring  that  long  period  of  time,  who  fucceffively  en-’ 
couraged  and  fupported  the  ufe  of  this  great  Medi- 
xine  on  board  the  Fleet  in  Ipite  of  the  OppoUtion, 
mull  have  been,  fuppofing  it  inefficacious  in  thofe  ^ 
diforders  for  which  it  was  adminiftred,  either 
Fools  or  Knaves  ^  but  however  they  were  not  lb 
the  medicine  is  really  very  efficacious  in  thofe  dif¬ 
orders,  and  I  can  take  upon  me  to  vindicate  their 
Charaders  in  that  particular  by  ffiewing  the  great 
power  of  it.

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To  this  I  fhall  add, 

'  That  the  Fame  of  the  Medicine  fpread 'every 
‘  where  with  our  Fleets  and  Tingle  Ships,  and  in 

*  1698,  the  French  OfEcers  experienced  this  Effi- 
^  cacy  on  themlelves  when  the  late  Lord  Aylmer 
‘  commanded  the  Fleet  in  Cadiz-Bay  ;  fo  that 
‘  Lewis  XIV.  would  have  purchafed  the  Secret  of 
®  Dr.  Cockburn. 

‘  That  his  late  Majefty  King  William^  well  ac- 
^  quainted  with  the  Difficulties  even  vidlorious  ar- 

*  mies  have  to  encounter  with  from  this  Difeafe, 

*  was  pleafed  to  thank  Dr.  Cockhurn  for  this  Me- 
‘  dicine  in  a  very  particular  manner. 

^  That  in  1731,  Pope  Clement  Ull,  was  curedy 

*  by  this  Medicine,  which  was  brought  him 
‘  by  a  Roman  Abbot,  from  the  Fleet  then  at  Leg- 
®  horn. 

Thefe  inllances  ffiould  be  fufficient  to  fet  the 
Reputation  of  the  Medicine  above  the  invidious 
Calumny,  or  indolent  Contempt  of  any  Man  or 
Set  of  Men  whatfoever.  However  I  have  here 
colledfed,  for  the  Satisfa6tion  of  the  Impartial  and 
Candid  Part  of  Mankind,  a  few  of  Dr.  CockhurAs, 
own  Obfervations  in  his  Adminiilration  of  it, 
which,  tho’  as  he  himfelf  obferves,  they  are  not 
the  Thoufandth  Part  of  what  he  could  produce,  are 
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ftill  no  inconfiderable  evidences  of  the  uncommon 
efficacy  of  this  great  Medicine.  I  ffiall  afterwards

A  T enafmus^  or  almofl:  continual  Inclination  to 
go  to  Stool  when  one  has  nothing  to  void,  is  a  ve¬ 
ry  troublefome  diforder  and  difficult  of  cure  ;  but 
it  yields  eafily  to  this  Medicine. 

I  have  likewife  found  it  effeftual  to  remove  Cof-

tivenefs  beyond  any  thing  hitherto  known  ;  and 
Mr.  Dove  alfo.  See  No.  23.  of  his  Cafes.  In  that 
refpe(S:  it  is  likewife  of  very  great  value  *,  for  Phy- 
ficians  are  not  a  little  put  to  it  when  they  meet 
with  an  obflinate  Cafe  of  this  fort.  Purgatives, 
though  they  give  prefent  eafe,  rather  increafe  it ; 
and  Clyfters,  if  frequently  ufed,  as  is  often  the  Cafe 
for  want  of  better  affiftance,  will  generally  fo  much 
relax,  and  confequently  weaken,  the  Levatores  Am 
(the  Mufcies  that  ferve  to  draw  up  the  SphinBer  of 
the  Return  or  flirait  Gut,  which  after  hard  ftools  is 

t 

ufually  too  far  thrufl  out)  that  they  can  no  longer 
perform  their  office  *,  the  Confequence  of  which 
wall  be  what  is  ufually  termed  the  Bearing  down  of 
the  Fundament ;  which,  when  it  will  not  keep  up 
without  bandaging,  is  extremely  troublefome  ;  and 
fo  inconvenient,  as  to  prevent  the  Patient’s  walk¬ 
ing  any  confiderable  time  or  exerting  any  extraor¬ 
dinary  degree  of  ftrength.  A  Perfon  in  this  Cafe, 

very 
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very  bad,  and  who  had  had  it  a  very  long  time,  I 
attempted  to  relieve  with  this  Medicine,  and  fuc- 
ceeded.  What  encouraged  me  to  this  was,  that  a- 
bout  four  or  five  Years  before,  I  had  cured  a  wo¬ 
man,  of  above  eighty  years  of  Age,  of  a  Flux  ; 
fhe  had  like  wife  a  hearing  down  of  the  Fundament^ 
which  was  greatly  relieved,  if  not  cured  ;  this, 
in  a  woman  of  her  great  age,  who  was  quite  debi¬ 
litated, '  made  me  judge  that  this  Medicine  was  e- 
qual  to  that  troublefome  and  very  inconvenient  Dif- 
order,  and  which  always  grows  worfe  by  time ; 
and  it  proved  to  be  fo.

Soon  after  I  had  informed  the  Public  that  I  was 
pofiefied  of  this  Medicine,  I  was  favoured  with  a 
vifit  by  an  eminent  Phyfician  ;  who  told  me,  that 
he  was  glad  a  Medicine  fo  defervedly  celebrated 
was  not  loft,  and  as  I  m.ight  not  perhaps  know  it, 
he  acquainted  me,  that  it  would  cure  Profufe 
Sweats.  This  I  then  did  not  know,  but  it  was  not 
long  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing  the  ef¬ 
ficacy  of  it  in  that  Diforder  too  \  and  it  foon  cured 
the  Patient,  though  very  bad,  and  has  cured  fe¬ 
ver  al  others  fince. 

Profufe  Sweats  are  well  known  to  proceed  from 
an  univerfal  relaxation  of  the '  Nerves,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  Phyficians  do  attempt  to  cure 
it,  and  do  fometimes  fucceed,  plainly  fhews  it.  A 
Medicine  therefore  that  will  cure  Profufe  Sweats^ 
after  all  other  attempts  have  failed,  mull  beyond 
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doubt  greatly  ftrengthen  the  Nervous  Syftem  ;  and 
fuch  is  This.  On  this  Hypothefts  many  of  it’s  ef- 
fe6ls  may  be  rationally  accounted  for,  and 'from 
hence,  and  what  I  have  feen  of  this  Medicine,  I 
have  the  ftrongeft  Reafon  to  fay  it  would  ftrength¬ 
en  aga.inft,  and  prevent  Mifcarriages,  But  I  ftiould 
be  glad  that  thofe,  who  might  perhaps  be  inclined 
to  ufe  it  for  that  Purpofe,  would  apply  to  myfelf, 
for  reafons  which  it  is  needlefs  to  publilh. 

It  will  likewife  cure  the  Fluor  Alhiis  or  Whites  in 
Women,  as  has  been  experienced  by  myfelf  as  well 
as  by  Mr.  Dove,  See  No.  i8  and  20.  among  his 
Cales.  He  has  alfo  cured  a  continual  Hemorrhages 
or  Flux  of  Blood,  after  a  Mifcarriage.  See  No. 

The  Watry  Gripes  in  Children,  by  which  many 
are  carried  off,  are  eafily  and  fpeedily  cured  by  this 
Medicine  ;  the  Qriantity  of  a  Horfe-bean  may  be 
given  to  the  Youngeft  Child,  and,  if  it  cannot  be 
got  down  in  fmall  little  pills,  it  may  be  diftblved 
in  the  milk.  But  I  muft  here  caution  all  others, 
who  take  it,  to  follow  the  Diredtions  that  are  gi¬ 
ven  with  it,  that  it  may  have  it’s  full  force,  and 
by  no  means  to  diffolve  it  or  even  chew  it,  for  it 
muft  abfolutely  be  taken  by  grown  Perfons  in  a 
iblid  form  without  diluting  it  at  all,  or  even  drink¬ 
ing  after  it  for  an  hour. 
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I  really  believe  it  will  cure  any  Flux  incident  to 
Men,  Women  and  Children  ;  and  moft  Pains  and 
Diforders  of  the  Stomach  and  Bowels. 

It  will  not  be  improper  here  to  quote  a  palTage 
of  the  celebrated  Dr.  Gideon  Harvey^  though  I  had 
not  my  eye  upon  it  when  I  began  *,  becaufe  it  is  fo 
agreeable  to  the  efficacy  of  this  Medicine. 

Upon  the  well  beginning  depends  the  well 
finifhing  and  compleating  ;  the  Stomach,  being 
the  beginning  of  the  whole  body,  it  is  from  the 
true  knowledge  of  it’s  Fabrick,  Conllitutionj 
Adtion,  or  Operation,  the  knowledge  of  the 
Conftitution  of  all  the  Bowels,  their  Adlions, 
and  Operations  of  the  whole  is  derived.  The 
Stomach  is  the  only  and  true  tuning  part  of  the 
whole  Body,  which  being  well  or  ill  tuneds, 
caufeth  a  Harmony  or  Difcord  of  all  the  Bow- 
els.  The  Stomach  being  ftrong  and  vigorous, 
performing  its  Office  or  Adbion  and  Operation 
in  Perfedlion,  renders  the  Body  ftrong,  health- 
fill  and  long  liv’d  :  but  in  Proportion  as  it  is 
defedlive  in  any  part  of  it’s  Office,  Difeafes,  in 
itfelf  and  all  other  Parts  of  the  Body  are  engen- 
dered,  anfwerable  to  the  Degree  and  Quality 
of  it’s  Defedt,  and  to  the  dependency  all  the 
Bowels  have  on  it ;  for  being  the  Laboratory  of 
the  whole,  whatever  is  ill  prepared  here,  cali¬ 
fs  not  be  mended  afterwards,  by  any  of  the  fuc- 
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ceeding  Bowels,  the  Chyle  being  vicious  or  cor- 
rupted  can  never  be  converted  into  good  Bloody 
nor  that  into  good  Animal  Spirits,  no  more 
than  you  can  make  good  Butter  or  Cheefe,  out 
“  of  foure  or  corrupt  Milk.  And  as  moft,  if  not 
all  internal  Difeafes  (Endemic  and  Epidemic 
excepted)  are  Originally  produced  in  the  Sto- 
mach,  they  are  likewife  to  be  cured  by  internal 
Remedies  exerting  their  firft  and  ftronger  force 
‘‘  upon  it,  the  virtues  whereof  it  afterwards  tranf- 
mits  to  the  part  Difeafed.  Neither  is  it  to  any 
purpofe  to  pretend  to  cure  any  internal  Difeafe, 
“  without  firft  of  all  having  put  the  Stomach  into 
‘‘  good  order,  which  done,  moft  Difeafes  are  rea- 
dy  to  go  off  of  themfelves. 

The  Stomach  bears  an  adequate  Analogy  to 
the  Root  of  a  Tree,  and  may  properly  enough 
be  called  the  Root  of  a  Man  ;  for  as  the  Root 
of  a  Tree  is  the  beginning  of  it,  receives  or 
draws  the  juice  of  the  Earth,  to  prepare  and 
convert  it  into  food  for  the  Trunc,  and  all  the 
Branches,  and  being  well  digefted,  tranfmits  it 
to  all  the  Parts  *,  in  like  manner,  when  the 
“  Tree  is  obferved  not  to  be  thriving,  or  the 
Branches  to  be  decaying,  changing  of  colour, 
withering,  or  dying,  where  do  they  look  for 
“  the  Caufe,  but  at  the  Root  of  the  Tree  ^  Even 
“  fo  is  it  with  the  nourilhing  of  the  Parts  of  the 
Body,  and  the  Difeafes  they  are  fubjedt  unto, 
in  relation  to  the  Stomach;” 
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Thus  far  Dr.  Harvey,  No  one  will,  I  believe, 
difpiite  with  him  concerning  the  great  importance 
of  the  found  Condition  of  the  Stomach,  And  it  is 
the  peculiar  property  of  this  medicine  to  redtify 
that  Organ  when  difordered,  and  to  reftore  it  to 
it’s  proper  tone.  In  the  Coiirfe  of  its  curing  'Flux« 
es,  it  begins  always  with  the  Stomach,  and  re¬ 
moves  whatever  pain  and  uneafmefs  may  be  felt 
there,  and  foon  reftores  a  decayed  appetite.  And 
I  have  known  it  remove  and  perfedtly  cure  great 
and  old  diforders  in  the  Stomachy  when  that  only 
was  affedled,  even  beyond  all  expedtations  on  my 
fide  ;  infomuch  as  to  furprife  thofe  that  were  wit- 
nefs  of  it.  This  great  Efficacy  of  it  for  the  Sto¬ 
mach  makes  it  alfo  a  very  valuable  Medicine  in 
that  refped:. 

It’s  Power  to  cure  frequent  and  great,  and 
alfo  fudden  Vomitings  been  tried  with  Succefs, 
and  can  be  attefled  if  there  were  occafion.

After  having  faid  fo  much  of  the  uncommon  ef¬ 
ficacy  and  fpeedy  effedl  of  One  Medicine  in  fo 
7nany  and  various  Diforders,  of  the  Stomach  and 
Bowels,  I  may  perhaps  pafs  for  a  great  Boajier  if 
not  a  very  ^ixote,,  or  Knight  Errant  in  Phyiic  ; 
but  it  can  only  be  among  thofe  who  do  not  attend 
to  what  I  have,  and  do  here  again  fay.  He,  Hon 
Sluixote^  had  not  feen,  nor  was  acquainted  with  his 
Hulcinea^  whofe  Beauty  and  good  Qualities  he  fo 
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much  extolled  :  I  have  feen,  and  know  by  expe¬ 
rience  every  effedl  I  have  here  mentioned,  two  or 
three  only  excepted,  of  which  notwithftanding  I 
can  produce  fufficient  evidence  ;  fo  that  I  advance 
nothing  but  what  I  am  certain  of ;  nor  Ihould  any 
Confideration  tempt  me  to  affirm  pofitively  that 
which  I  did  not  with  certainty  know. 

However  I  have  fomething  ftill  much  greater  than 
all  this-  to  affirm  of  this  Medicine  ;  and  what  can 
be  faid,  as  far  as  I  know,  of  no  other  Medicine  of 
efficacy  in  the  whole  Materia  Me dica.

The  Mifapplying  of  Medicines  will  render  the 
beft  that  are  known  and  in  ufe,  not  only  unfuc- 
cefsful,  but  even  very  dan  ^erous  j  and  the  more 
chances  there  are  for  fuch  Mifapplications  the  more 
dangerous  is  it  to  meddle  with  thofe  medicines 
which  are  thus  more  liable  to  be  mifapplied  ;  and 
I  fay  again  every  Medicine  in  the  Materia  Medica 
of  any  available  efficacy  is'  liable  to  this,  fome- 
times  very  fatal,  mifapplication  ;  but  here  the 
Cafe  is  otherwife,  a  Perfon  in  perfed:  Health  may 
take  large  Quantities  of  this  Medicine  ;  and  it  will 
do  him  no  harm,  he  will  feel  no  fenfible  effedl. 
As  I  have  frequently  experienced  in  my  own  Per¬ 
fon,  and  others  have  fince.  It  is  ufually  made  up 
with  Conferve  of  Red  Rofes  ;  that  Quantity  of 
Conferve,  which  if  taken  by  itfelf  might  have  a 
bad  effed  on  the  Stomach,  when  made  into  this 
Ekftuarv  has  no  bad  effcdt  at  all.  And  in  Sick 
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Perfons  an  over-dofe  can  have  no  bad  Confequence. 
This  extraordinary  ^ality  makes  this  Medicine 
more  fafe  than  any  I  know.  It  will  undoubtedly, 
with  reafon,  appear  very  ftrange  to  every  one,  and 
many  will  perhaps  not  believe  it.  It  is  however  Very 
^rue  that  ms  Medicine  will  cure  the  Diforders  I 
have  mentioned  above,  even  when  all  other  known 
medicines  have  failed  (though  it  would  be  much 
better,  and  the  Cure  would  be  more  Ipeedy  if  this 
Medicine  was  taken  at  firll,  before  others  have 
been  tried)  and  yet  this  great  Goliah  in  Phyfic  is 
the  harmlefs  thing  I  have  juft  now  defcribed  ;  and, 
as  I  have  formerly  faid,  wholefome  as  Bread. 

I  hiall  fay  no  more.  I  really  wifh  Mankind 
would  for  their  own  fakes  believe  what  I  have  faid. 
I  have  fpoken  the  Truth  *,  and  it  is  wonderful  that 
I  fhouid  be  able  with  Truth  to  fay  fo  much  :  But 
fo  it  is. 

I  hope  what  I  have  faid  will  give  offence  to  no 
one,  if  it  does  it  is  contrary  to  my  intention.  For 
had  I  not  regarded  giving  offence,  I  could  have 
faid  abundantly  more  than  now  I  would  fay.  All 
I  would  mean  is,  that  ^Theory  without  Experience  or 
the  pradlical  part  of  Phyfic  will  never  conflitute  an 
able  Phyfician,  and  vice  verfa.  They  mull  go  to¬ 
gether,  as  I  have  faid  in  the  beginning  of  this  In- 
trodudtion.  All  Phyficians  therefore  who  oppole 
the  life  or  reception  of  this  Medicine  into  Practice, 
aft  againft  this  Rule,  and  therefore  err  as  Phyfi- 
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dans  ;  for,  I  fay  it  with  Confidence,  no  Phyfician 
can  polfibly  fay  ^  any  thing  againfl  it,  till  he  has 
himfelf  feen  feveral  inftances  of  it’s  inefficacy  j^and 
whoever  pronounces,  before  he  has  feen  many  tri¬ 
als  of  it,  a  medicine  of  lb  great  reputation  to  be 
ineffedual,  fliews  evidently  he  has  more  Pride  and 
Prefumption  than  Judgment  and  Wifdom. 

But  to  convince  the  Public  that  what  I  fay  of  it 
is  true,  and  that  I  do  not  reft  it  on  the  cloud  of  e- 
vidences  I  could  bring  to  fupport  what  I  have  faid  ; 
and  to  fliew  them  my  willingnefs  to  fatisfy  them 
throughly,  and  moft  fairly,  in  a  matter  of  fo  great 
confequence  to  them  ;  I  do  here  propofe,  that 
Twenty  Patients,  more  or  lefs,  afflided  with  Loofe- 
^tejfes  and  Bloody  Fluxes ^  be  chofen  in  any  part  of 
the  Kingdom  ;  and  let  Half  of  them  be  attempted 
to  be  relieved  by  any  of  the  Medicines  now  in 
Public  life,  and  let  this  Medicine  of  Dr.  Cockburn 
be  adminifler’d  to  the  other  half-,  and  let  there  be 
Two  Noblemen,  Two  Gentlemen,  Eight  or  Ten 
Sea  and  Land  Officers,  Six  or  Eight  Merchants, 
Two  Phyficians,  and  Four  Surgeons  appointed 
Judges  of  this  Trial  ^  which  might  and  fhould  be 
done  without  Envy  or  malicious  Defign.  This 
Propofal  is  furely  equitable  but  if  any  other  flill 
more  fo,  or  equally  fo,  be  propofed  to  me,  I  here¬ 
by  promife  to  accept  it. 

Why  cannot  Phyficians,  when  they  vifit  Pa¬ 
tients  afdiclcd  with  theft*  Diforders,  and  find  the 
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known  medicines  ineffedlual ;  why  cannot  they 
order  the  ufe  of  this  Medicine,  and  themfelves 
continue  to  attend,  and  fee  to  the  adminiftration 
of  it,  that  it  be  taken  according  to  the  Diredlions, 
preceded  by  a  gentle  Purge,  Vomit  or  Clyfler,  ac- 
cording  to  the  Circumflances  of  the  Patient’s  Con¬ 
dition,  and  fee  that  the  Medicine  be  perfevered 
•  in  for  fome  time,  if  the  Cafe  required  it  ?  For 

though  many  times  two  ounces  will  do,  yet  at  o- 
ther  times  a  pound  or  more  may  be  required  ; 
which,  confidering  the  obflinacy  of  fome  Cafes  is 
no  great  matter.  I  have  had  a  patient,  who  having 
had  a  'Diarrhosa  for  two  years,  that  followed  the, 
Cout^  perfevered  in  the  ufe  of  this  medicine  a  long 
time,  when  I  myfelf  told  him  I  judged  it  could 
not  cure  him  ;  for  before  thofe  two  years  he  had 
been  fubjedl  to  a  Loofenefs^  and  then  never  felt  any 
Gouty  pains,  fo  I  imagined  it  might  be  a  Symp¬ 
tom  of  the  Gout ;  but  as  he  had  found  all  other 
means  ineffe6lual,  and  was  likewife  much  difor- 
dered  in  his  Stomachy  he  would  perfevere,  as  his 
Apothecary,  who  is  an  honefl:  man,  did  not  dilTuade 
him,  and  after  having  taken  above  four  pounds^  he 
was  perfedlly  cured,  and  continued  well.  Mr* 
T)ove  faw  him  about  a  year  or  two  after  very  well. 
I  have  many  of  his  Letters  by  me.  And  why 
fhould  not  the  Apothecaries,  as  honeft  Men, 
who  feek  the  Health  and  Advantage  of  their 
Patients  as  well  as  that  of  their  Purfe,  jointly  agree 
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to  keep  this  medicine  always  in  their  Ihop  ^  ready 
for  the  adminiftration  of  it,  whenever  themfelves 
or  the  Phyficians  Ihould  find  occafion  for  it  ? 
A  handfome  allowance  of  Profit  would  in  'that 
cafe  be  made  to  them. 

Of  what  fervice  might  not  this  be  on  board  our 
Fleet  and  in  the  Army  ?  The  want  of  Men  in  the 
Fleet  is  great ;  they  are  raifed  at  a  confiderable  ex¬ 
pence  ;  and  when  they  are  arrived  in  the  Indies  or 
in  the  Mediterranean^  after  fome  time  being  there, 
many  of  the  bell  Sailors  are  incapable  by  the  Seve¬ 
rity  of  a  Flux,  of  doing  that  Duty  for  which  they 
were  fent  and  thus  the  beft  concerted  expeditions 
may  fail  of  Succefs  ;  and  much  money  afterwards 
fpent  in  recruiting.  Of  how  much  fervice  would 
this  medicine  in  that  Cafe  be  For  fuppofe  at, an 
average  it  would  take  to  cure  them  one  pound 
weight  per  man  ♦,  that  is  fiiill  cheaper  than  recruit¬ 
ing,  and  much  more  fo  than  the  additional  expence 
of  conveying  him  to  the  place  where  he  is  wanted, 
and  befides  that,  there  is  the  advantage  that  he  is 
ready  for  adlion  on  the  Spot  where  he  is  fent  and  is 
wanted,  which  may  be  an  advantage  too  great  to  be 
rated.  The  expedition  to  Carthagena  lafl:  war  fail¬ 
ed  in  great  meafure  through  Diarrhoeas  and  Dyfen- 
teries^  and  the  General  of  the  Expedition,  Lord 
Cathcart  died  of  a  Dyfentery, 

I  do 
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■  I  do  not  fay  all  this  out  of  mere  mercenary 
views  ;  had  it  been  only  a  matter  to  bring  profit 
to  myfelf,  I  had  never  taken  up  my  pen  for  it, 
nor  would  the  world  have  feen  this.  How  uncom¬ 
mon  foever  the  thing  may  be  now-a-days,  yet  it  is 
true,  I  have  been  moved  by  a  patriot-principle,  I 
know  the  value  of  the  Medicine  I  am  pofTeffed  of  ; 
I  have  the  higheft  regard  for  that  Royal  Houfe 
whom  God  hath  placed  over  us,  and  under  whom, 
through  God’s  blefling,  we' enjoy  fo  many  and 
great  Privileges  :  and  would  do  every  thing  with¬ 
in  my  Sphere  for  the  maintenance  and  profperity 
of  it ;  I  love  thofe  brave  Sailors  and  Soldiers  who, 
under  God,  are  the  Defence  and  Strength  of 
this  Nation,  and  as  I  am  perfuaded  the  Medi¬ 
cine  might  be  of  great  Service  to  them,  I  thought 
it  incumbent  on  me,  chiefly  in  this  time  of  war 
with  a  powerful  enemy,  which  would  willingly 
crufh  and  inflave  us,  to  do  all  in  my  power  to 
procure  them  the  benefit  of  this  Medicine,  agree¬ 
ably  to  the  fixth  Article  of  the  Plan  of  the  Ma¬ 
rine  Society ;

It  feems  alfo  to  be  a  Duty  incumbent  on  all 
‘L  Perfons,  whofe  Situation  will  admit  of  it,  to  ex- 
ercife  their  humanity  to  their  fellow  fubjedls  in 
time  of  war,  and  by  fome  particular  aft  of  Be- 
nevolence  to  preferve  their  Healthy  whilft  good 
Policy  calls  on  us  to  enaUe  them  to  jight  our^ 
battles 
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I  mu  ft  again  here  repeat  that  I  hope  none  of  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  will  take  amifs  any 
thing  I  have  faid  ;  as  I  mean  not  a  reproach  on 
the  Body  in  general,  which  I  refpedt.  There  al¬ 
ways  has  been  and  will  be  among  them  envious 
Perfons  who  oppofe  public  Good  through  private 
Intereft,  but  I  would  by  no  means  therefore  throw 
the  blame  on  the  whole  Body ;  For  fome  have 
honeftly  given  their  approbation  to  the  admi- 
niftration  of  it,  when  other  remedies  have  proved 
iinfticcefsful,  and  the  event,  has  always  juftified 
their  approbation  ;  and  for  their  candour  I  take 
this  public  opportunity  of  returning  them  my 
thanks  ;  and  allb  to  one  or  two  Surgeons  of  the 
very  firft  Rank,  who  give  it  their  approbation 
and  good  Wifties.

The  Symptoms  oi  n  Diarrhoea  or  Loofenefs,,  are 
frequent  Griping  and  loofe  Stools,,  full  of  Slime,,  Gall 
and  blackifh  Humours,  Sometimes  the  Stools  are  wa- 
try  without  Excrements,,  and  in  that  fort,  which  is

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by  far  the  moft  difficult  to  cure,  there  Is  frequent¬ 
ly  no  Griping  or  very  little  ;  at  other  times  there  is 
a  great  abundance  of  Excrements^  and  they  greafy  and 
frothy.  In  time  of  a  Biarrhcea  there  is  commonly 
a  great  lofs  of  Appetite^  and  fometimes  a  painful 
Senfation  in  the  Stomachy  a  Fever ^  a  weaky  and  of¬ 
ten  a  depreffed  Ptdfe.  The  Sick  make  but  little 
JVatery  which  is  commonly  of  a  natural  Colour^ 
tliough  it  is  fometimes  lixiviaL  The  Stools  too 
are  often  like  Lees  of  Wine,

HISTORY  I. 

IN  the  Year  1707.  Brigadier  General  Crowther 
had  been  a  confiderable  time  ill  of  a  Diarrhoea^ 
under  the  Diredlion  of  the  late  Sir  Samuel  Garthy 
who  had  tried  every  Method  for  his  Recovery. 
But  as  the  Brigadier  grew  very  weak,  and  his 
Biarrhcea  did  not  abate  of  it’s  Violence,  he  fenc 
for  me.  I  found  him  going  about  thirty  times  in 
twenty  hours.  His  pulfe  was  quicker  than  natu¬ 
ral  ;  He  was  without  Sleep,  and  llill  continued  to 
be  griped,  not  only  before  he  wanted  to  go  to 
Stool,  but  in  the  intermediate  times  alfo.  I  order¬ 
ed  him  (the  morning  he  fent  for  me)  the  follow¬ 
ing  Powder.

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When  the  Operation  of  the  purging  Powder  was  * 
Over,  he  took,  about  fix  that  Evening,  a  Dofe  of 
my  Medicine  for  curing  a  Loofenefs.  I  called  at 
eight,  and  he  told  me  he  thought  himfelf  already 
cured.  He  had  eight  Stools  after  the  Pow^der,  but 
never  a  Stool  after  the  Medicine.  I  left  him  two

Dofes  more  of  my  Medicine  ;  one  to  be  taken  at 
Bed-time,  and  another  the  next  Morning,  if  he 
fhould  have  a  ftool  in  the  Night.  He  did  not  take 
this  [third  Dofe,  becaufe  he  had  no  more  Stools. 
However,  he  took  this  Dofe  next  Evening,  as  he 
went  to  fleep,  and  was  perfedily  recovered  of  the

1  Could  give  hundreds  of  Examples  of  fuch  hid¬ 
den  Recoveries  of  every  Diarrhcea  and  other 
Loofenefs  of  this  kind,  if  fuch  Cafes  were  of  any 
ufe  to  Phyficians.  I  proceed  rather  to  another  In- 
ftance  of  the  fame  kind,  but  where  the  Patient  was 
weaker,  both  naturally,  and  by  the  continuing  of 
her  Difeafe,  with  a  very  weak  Conftitution.  I 
was  called  on  Sunday^  December  the  i8th.  to  Mifs 
Nairn^  a  Daughter  of  Sir  David  Nairn,  This 
Young  Lady  is  of  a  very  weakly  Conftitution, 
'Which  was  very  near  worne  out  with  a  Diarrhcea,, 
that  held  her  for  a  long  time  with  great  Violence. 
Her  Phyficians  had  often  gone  the  round  of  purg- 

C  2  ing 
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ing  and  bindings  and  never  failed  of  an  Opiate^ 
without  an  abatement  of  any  Symptom. 

This  Young  Lady  was  fo  weak,  that  fhe  could 
not  bear  any  purging  Medicine,  for  this  Reafon, 
this  Clyfter  was  inje6led,  before  my  Medicine  was 
adminifter’d.

When  the  Clyfter  came  off,  fhe  took  the  fiift 
Dofe  of  my  Medicine,  and  was  perfedtly  cured 
with  three  or  four  more  Dofes,  by  the  20th.  I  met 
that  Day  her  former  Phyfician  at  Old  Man's  Coffee- 
Houfe.,  who  aflced,  what  Hopes  I  had  to  cure  this 
Lady,  and  when  I  told  him,  I  believed  I  fhould  , 
cure  her,  he  anfwered  me  pertly,  and  with  fome 
Affurance,  that  it  was  impoffible  for  me  to  do  it. 

I  offered  him  a  Wager  for-  her  being  well  next 
Thurfday.,  (for  flie  was  at  this  time  recovered)  but 
-he  was  not  fo  free  to  venture  his  Money  as  his 
Words.

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HISTORY  III. 


I  Was  defired  by  Sir  Hans  Sloane  to  vifit  a  Gentle¬ 
woman  in  We  met  on  IVednefday 

in  the  Evening.  She  had  many  Stools  with  griping^ 
and  was  fo  exhaufted  with  the  Hiarrhcea  and  Age^ 
that  I  told  Sir  Hans  fhe  had  not  Life  enough  left 
to  recover  ;  but  that  He  might  judge  of  the  Effi¬ 
cacy  of  the  Medicine,  I  did  not  doubt  of  pULiing 
a  Stop  to  her  Loofenefs  before  ffie  died.  She  took 
my  Medicine,  and  her  Difeafe  was  cured  by  Satur¬ 
day  morning ;  but  She  died  on  Sunday. 

The  Hiarrhcea^  that  is  more  difficult  to  be  cured 
than  thefe  that  proceed  from  ftimulating  Caufes,  is 
that  which  proceeds  from  Age  ;  and  that  the  Con- 
fliitution  of  the  Sick  is  at  that  time  worne  out.  It 
will  be  proper  then  to  add  a  Cafe  of  this  kind,  and 
from  thence  to  proceed  to  more  difficult  Cafes  of  a 
Diarrhoea. 


HISTORY  IV, 


HE  Honourable  James  Vernon  had  been  fix 


1  Weeks  ill  of  a  Diarrhoea.^  under  the  Care  of 
Sir  Richard  Blackmore^  who  not  fucceeding  in  all 
that  time,  Mr.  Vernon  put  himfelf  under  the  Care 
of  Sir  Samuel  Garth  :  but  the  Diarrhoea  ftill  conti¬ 
nuing  too  powerful  for  his  Adminiftrations,  and

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Mr.  Vernon  being  extremely  weak,  I  was  advifed 
with  for  him  February  27.  He  was  cured  the  firfh 
of  March  by  my  Medicine.  I  ordered  him  an  In- 
fiifion  to  ftrengthen  his  Blood,  and  thereby  to  pre¬ 
vent  a  Return  of  the  Diarrhoea  ;  which  Method  was 
fo  effe6lual,  that  his  Conftitution  mended,  and  he 
has  lived  m.any  years  in  as  good  Health  as  a  Man 
of  his  Age  commonly  does. 

PI  I  S  T  O  R  Y  V. 

WPI E  N  a  Diarrhoea  is  the  Symptom  of  fome 
other  Difeafe,  it  is  more  difficult  to  be  cu-. 
red  than  the  greatnefs  of  the  Diarrhoea.  This  is  mani- 
lell  in  Experience,  as  we  find  in  the  following  Ca¬ 
fes.  The  Honourable  Dangham  Booth  wasprodigi- 
oufly  fwelled  with  a  Dropfy.,  and  was  the  Charge  of 
Sir  Samuel  Garth.  He  fell  into  a  Diarrhoea.^  which  Sir 
Samuel  could  not  check.  I  was  defired  to  fee  Mr, 
Booth.,  together  with  Sir  Samuel  Garth.,  December  2^^ 
1712.  Elis  Stools  were  many  but  with  little  Griping 
and  without  any  great  Quantity  oi Slime  fiall^  or  other 
Humours,  1  found  it  very  difficult  to  be  cured 
the  lirft  day,  notwithfbanding  the  Mildnefs  of  the 
.Symptoms  that  attended  this  frequent  purging. 
Hie  26th  he  took  a  large  Dofe  of  my  EleSluary  a- 

bout  Noon,  which  was  repeated  at  four  pf  the

Clock,  and  at  Bed- time.  He  had  one  Stool  at  four 
that  afternoon,  and  one  at  eight ;  but  then  the 
picirrhoea  Hopped  ,  and  Mr.  Booth  is  alive  at 

this 
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diis  ^  time,  and  was  afterwards  cured  of  his 
Dropfy. 

Mr.  Head^  a  Grocer,  who  had  a  Diarrhoea  fol¬ 
lowing  a  Phthijis  or  Confumption,  was  cured  be¬ 
tween  the  6th  of  O^iober  and  the  loth  of  the  fame 
month.  It  returned  once  or  twice  for  a  Day ;  and 
at  laid  he  kept  free  from  his  Diarrhoea  for  above  fix 
months  ;  when  he  died  of  the  Phthijis^  without  e<- 
ver  being  troubled  again  with  the  Diarrhoea.

But  as  the  greatefl:  and  moft  fudden  Changes  are 
in  Fevers^  more  than  in  any  Difeafe  ;  fo  the  Diar¬ 
rhoea.,  that  follows  them,  is  both  the  hardefl:  to  be 
cured,  and  is  mofi:  liable  to  return.  Hence  in  ^11 
malignant  Fevers  a  Diarrhoea  can  hardly  ever  be  cu¬ 
red  by  the  Medicines  commonly  adminifiier’d  for 
the  Cure  of  a  Loofenefs  j  they  being  very  oppofite  to 
the  Cure  of  the  Fever.,  and  neither  the  Fever,  nor 
it’s  prefling  Symptom,  admit  of  any  relief  from 
thefe  Remedies.

MRs.  Broun,  whofe  Huflband  commands  one 
of  his  Majefty’s  Ships  of  the  fourth  Rate, 
with  a  difliinguilhed  Charader,  had  been  long  ill  of 
a  Diarrhoea,  under  the  Care  of  diverfe  Phyficians  ;

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fp  many,  and  without  any  Benefit,  that  flie  gave 
herfelf  up  as  incurable.  The  laft  was  our  worthy 
Prefident,  but  he  giving  her  a  Dofe  of  Ipecacuanha^ 
and  that  working  very  violently,  put  her  out  of 
all  hopes  of  living.  Her  Stools  were  many,  and 
without  Griping ;  £he  was  feverifh,  and  fhe  made 
very  little  Water.

TH  E  "Lientery  and  Ceeliac  Affection  are  Dif-r 
eafes  wherein  our  Aliment  has  under¬ 
gone  fome  Change  in  the  Stomachy  or 
none  at  all.  If  our  Food  pafies  out  of  the  Stor 
mach  without  any  Degree  of  Concodlion,  Hippo- 
crates  calls  the  Difeafe  a  Lientery,  But  if  our  Ali¬ 
ment  has  undergone  any  Degrees  of  Concodiion, 
and  the  Stools  are  white,  the  Difeafe  then  is  called 
the  Cceliac  or  Stomach- Affe^ion.  In  both,  the  Stools  ' 
are  prefently  after  a  Meal,  and  there  is  a  preterna¬ 
tural  Eleat  all  about  the  lower  Belly.  A  Lientery 
is  frequently  attended  with  Coftivenefs.  Thefe  are 
remarkable  Symptoms,  and  are  the  diagnoftic 
ligns  of  thefe  two  Diftempers,  by  which  they  may  , 
be  diftinsiuiihed  from  a  common  Diarrhea  a  or

HISTORY  I. 

MRs.  Skinner,,  a  very  old  Lady,  was  taken  ill 
of  a  Cceliac  AffeSlion  in  1703.  She  had 
nine  or  ten  Stools  every  Day,  which  were  as  white 
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as  Cow’s  Milk :  the  Stools  were  without  Griping ; 
She  was  not  very  thirfty  :  her  Water  was  of  a  Co- 
Jour  higher  than  natural, 

I  prefcribed  her  fome  things  without  any  Bene¬ 
fit  ;  and  as  She  was  fome  years  before  cured  of  a 
T>iarrhcea  by  my  Medicine,  fo  fhe  would  either 
have  that,  or  fhe  would  not  take  any  other  Medi¬ 
cines  :  Wherefore,  complying  with  her  Defire,  I 
ordered  the  Clyiler  I  often  do  in  Cafes  of  other 
Fluxes,  and,  after  it  came  off,  fhe  took  a  Dole 
of  my  Medicine  ^  flie  took  a  fecond  Dofe  at  Bed¬ 
time,  and  a  third  the  next  morning. 

Next  day  I  found  her  free  from  her  purging, 
and  had  only  one  natural  fhool  in  that  day.

N  a  Dyfentery  or  Bloody-Flux^  the  Symptoms 
are  the  fame  as  in  a  Diarrhcea  or  LoofenefSy 
there  is  pain  and  griping  all  over  the  Belly, 
iffc.  but  the  Patient  voids  liquid  Excrements  mixed 
'ivith  Bloody  which  makes  the  differential  Symp¬ 
tom.

CApt.  Braxton  was  taken  ill  of  a  Dyfentery  or 
Bloody-Flux  about  the  Time  Col.  Gihford^ 
Regiment  left  Newfoundlayid.  Tie  was  ill  during 
the  Voyage,  and  left  the  Fleet  off  Plymouthy  where 
he  was  put  afliore.  He  took  many  Medicines  from 
the  Phyficians  of  that  Place,  but  without  any  Suc- 

cefs.  And  therefore  leaving  Plyynouth  he  came  to 
LondoXy  and  took  advice  of  the  late  learned  Dr. 

Lifter y  and  of  fome  other  Phyficians.  He  took 
Jpecncuanhay  and  fome  other  Medicines. 

'  After  two  Months,  I  was  defired  to  vifit  him. 
I  found  that  he  never  had  fewer  Stools  in  twenty- 

four 
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four  hours  than  twenty.  His  Belly  was  much 
fwelled  through  the  pertinacious  pra6tice  of  binding 
medicines,  and  perhaps  by  the  long  continuing  of 
the  Dyfentery,  He  had  a  great  Drought,  was  fe¬ 
ver  ilh,  and  had  no  Defire  to  food.  His  Griping 
and  frequent  going  to  Stool  broke  his  Reft^ 

As  it  was  early  in  the  Morning  that  I  made  him 
my  firft;  Vifit,  I  ordered  him  to  take  the  following 
Powder  immediately.

I  faw  him  in  the  Evening,  and  I  found  his  Phy- 
fic  had  not  given  him  more  Stools  than  he  com¬ 
monly  had  before  he  took  it.  His  Griping  was 
confiderably  abated.  I  ordered  him  a  Dofe  of  my 
Elediuary  for  curing  Fluxes^  which  he  took  at  Bed¬ 
time  :  but  he  was  under  great  Deipair  when  I  vi- 
fited  him  next  morning,  for  he  had  had  many 
Stools  in  the  night,  and  he  would  not  take  any  thing 
till  the  Evening.  Though  the  Number  of  his 
Stools  were  greater,  yet  he  had  no  Blood  with 
them ;  his  Belly  fell  of  the  Swelling  ;  he  was  not 
griped,  and  his  Stools  were  more  cohering,  and  of 
a  better  Confiftence.  That  Evening  he  took  ano¬ 
ther  Dofe  of  my  EleBuary^  and  a  fecond  the  fol¬ 
lowing  morning.

He  took  a  fmall  medicine  of  another  kind  for  a 
Week  to  prevent  his  relapfing,  which  likewife  pro¬ 
ved  effedbual. 

Sir  ^ohn  Gihfonh  Regiment  was  plentifully  pro¬ 
vided  with  my  Medicine,  when  they  went  upon 
the  expedition  to  Newfoundla/id ;  but  Dyfenteries 
were  then  fo  common  in  the  Regiment,  that  their 
Surgeon,  Mr.  Hearty  (who  defervedly  muft  be 
reckoned  in  the  firft  Rank  of  that  Order  of  Men) 
had  adminifter’d  their  Stock ,  with  all  defireable 
Succefs,  excepting  about  a  Quarter* of  a  Pound 
that  was  referved  for  the  Officers,  but  what  Capt. 
Braxton  had  not  of,  having  been  in  a  diftant  Ship, 
and  Mr.  Heart  was  not  made  acquainted  with  his 
Condition.

WHEN  I  was  at  Epfom  in  1698,  I  was  de- 
fired  to  vifit  Mrs,  Cryer^  who  came  from 
Barbadoes  to  be  cured  of  a  Dyfentery,  She  firft  went 
to  Antegoa^  hoping  to  find  fome  ‘  of  my  Elediuaryy 
with  which  the  Generals  Codrington^  Father  arid 
Son,  were^  commonly  provided.  But  their  Stock 
being  expended,  fhe  proceeded  to  England  for  her 
Cure.  She  fell  into  the  hands  of  Sir  Richard  Black-- 
more^  and  fome  other  Phyficians  in  the  City,  who 
prefcribed  many  Medicines  for  her  ^  but  all  their 
means  proving  inefferitual,  llie  was  fent  to  Epfom  to 
drink  the  Waters^  which  were  like  rather  to  carry 
her  off  than  her  Difeafe.  She  was  in  that  low 
Condition,  and' her  Dyfentery  was  fofiirong,  as  gave 
me  fmall  hopes  of  curing  her.  Having  then  de¬ 
clared  my  fears  to  her  Friends,  and  promifing  to 
do  what  I  thought  mofl:  likely  to  ferve  her  under 
her  defperate  Circumftances,  I  prefcribed  her  this 
Clyfter.

I  found  next  morning  that  her  Stools  were  fewer, ' 
and  without  any  Blood.  She  continued  all  that 
day  to  her  Cordial  and  White  Drink.,  and  that  night 
Ihe  took  another  Dofe  of  my  Electuary.  In  three 
Days  fhe  was  rid  of  her  Dyfentery ;  but  fhe  was  fo 
weak,  and  had  that  averfion  to  all  manner  of  food, 
that  I  fliill  defpaired  of  her  living.  However  I 
recommended  to  her  the  drinking  of  the  white 
drink.,  and  to  take  nburifhment  frequently  ;  and  to 
my  great  Admiration  I  faw  her  in  London.,  well  re¬ 
covered  in  two  Months. 

HISTORY  III. 

Mr.  Malthus,  now  one  of  the  Six  Clerks  (Son 
of  that  worthy  Apothecary  whom  Dr.  Sy- 
denham  made  more  generally  known)  had  been 
many  months  ill  of  a  Dyfentery,  and  was  reduced 
to  that  extremity  that  no  check  could  be  given  to 
it  but  by  a  grain  of  Opium  every  fix  hours.  He

was  about  nine  years  old.  I  was  defired  to  ylfit 
him  O^iober  2^^  1701.  I  gave  him  my  Medicine 
after  a  Clyfter  for  wafhing  and  comforting  his  Bow¬ 
els.  The  Youth,  being  very  weak  and  tired  with 
Medicines,  took  my  Medicine  dilTolved  in  White - 
Drink  ;  but  two  Dofes  had  no  EfFe6l  upon  him  by 
next  day.  I  therefore  perfuaded  the  indulgent  Fa¬ 
ther  to  prefs  his  only  Son  to  take  the  Medicine  as  it 
was,  in  ElebJuary  ;  which  being  done  with  Tears 
in  both  their  Eyes,  the  Medicine  took  Place,  and 
he  recovered  fo  well  by  the  jirft  of  November^  that 
he  was  out  of  Bed  by  ten  that  morning,  when  I 
found  him  in  perfedt  Health,  and  with  him  Sir 
Edward  HanSy  who  had  been  his  Phyfician. 


HISTORY  IV. 


HAT  I  may  fhew  the  great  Extremity  the 


1  Sick  may  be  reduced  to  and  yet  receive  a 
Cure,  I  will  fet  down  this  Obfervation,  which  we 
may  perceive  as  full  of  extraordinary  incidents  as 
can  well  be  found. 

The  Lady  Belling  was  fo  ill  of  a  Dyfentery^  that 
fhe  was  left  by  her  Phyficians ;  Ihe  having  no  Pulfe, 
and  (as  the  Phyficians  conjedlured)  her  Guts  gan¬ 
grened.  I  was  fent  for  when  fhe  was  in  this  Con¬ 
dition.  I  could  not  indeed  feel  any  Pulfe  ;  but 
her  Dyfentery  ftill  made  head,  which  was  not  poffi- 
ble  if  her  Guts  had  began  to  gangrene.  In  this  de- 
fperate  Condition  I  told  her  Son,  Mr.  Arundel^  that

I  could  hardly  think  My  Lady  could  live  till 
morning,  Ihe  was  lb  very  Lr  exhaufled.  How¬ 
ever,  She  being  one  of  the  moll  bountiful  Difpen- 
fers  to  poor  Families,  I  would  attempt  her  Cure, 
tho’  I  fcarce  thought  it  poITible.  t 

At  fix  then  in  the  Evening,  Nov.  30,  She  had 
this  Clyfler.

She  kept  the  Clyjler  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
and  then  took  a  Dofe  of  my  Eleduary.,  and  an 
Hour  after,  a  Draught  of  White-Erink^  as  I  com¬ 
monly  prefcribe  it.  See  page  46. 

As  this  Lady  was  in  this  Extremity,  I  was  wil- 
ling  to  know  the  Succefs  of  this  firft  Adminiftra- 
^  tion  before  I  proceeded  ;  and  tlierefore  I  defired  to ' 
know  liow  mv  Patient  was  about  ten  or  eleven  of 
the  Clock.  It  was  then  I  was  told  by  her  Houfe- 
keeper,  that  her  Stools  had  abated,  and  that  there, 
came  no  more  Blood  in  them.  I'hus,  being  en¬ 
couraged,  I  fcnt  a  Bolus  to  be  taken  immediately, 
and  another  tor  next  morning.

In  the  Morning  I  found  that  file  had  not  had  above 
a  ftool  in  the  Night ;  that  her  Pulfe  was  up,  and 
ftrong  to  her  Condition  •,  that  llie  had  eaten  two 
poach’d  eggs  in  the  Night ;  but  that  fhe  had  not 
taken  her  Morning  Bolus^  and  was  refolved  not  to 
take  any  more  Medicines. 

This  furprized  me  and  all  her  Family.  I  told 
her  that  fhe  would  certainly  recover ;  whereas  I 
did  before  fcarcely  believe  it  polTible  for  her  to  live 
till  this  morning.  Her  Children  begged  her  on 
their  knees  to  perfedl  her  Recovery.  I  preffed  her  a- 
gain,  and  aluired  her  of  her  doing  well  ;  and  that 
Ihe  v/ould  live  for  the  fupport  of  many  poor  Fa¬ 
milies  fhe  maintained,  if  fhe  defpifed  living  :  but 
all  in  vain,  for  fhe  declared  fhe  would  not  take  any 
more  Medicines. 

However,  that  afternoon  fhe  fent  for  Sir  FJch- 
ard  Blackmore^  and  the  late  Dr.  Cade  again^  who 
were  her  Phyficians.  She  kept  her  Ground  till 
JVednefday  the  fecond  of  Becemher^  and  died  on  the 
Saturday  following. 

Great  Inquiry  was  made  into  this  unaccountable 
Refolution.  Mrs.  Harrif^a^  who  fat  up  with  her 
that  night,  declared  that  the  Apothecary^  Mfi  "To- 
hin^  was  the  only  Perfon  that  law  her  ^  that  he, 
betwixt  eleven  and  twelve,  w^hifpered  with  her  La-

dyfliip,  and  that  Ihe,  Mrs.  Harrifon^  withdrew 
from  the  Bed-fide,  fo  that  Ihe  did  not  know  what 
paffed  ;  but  it  was  believed  that  he  difliiaded  her 
from  proceeding  with  her  Cure  with  me,  believing 
that  what  was  already  done  would  eftablilh  his 
Friends  with  her. 

This  Lady  was  a  good  Cuftomer  to  him  for  her 
Family  and  the  poor  fhe  fupported  ;  but  nothing 
could  make  him  juft  to  her.  For  it  appears  by  a 
Lady  of  Honour  and  Quality,  that  he  did  difluade 
her,  and  by  a  very  ftrange  Argument,  tho’  one 
not  unfuitable  to  her.  He  told  her,  that  her  Re¬ 
covery  was  not  natural ;  it  was  above  the  power  of 
any  Medicine  ;  and  that  ftie  was  cured  by  a 
Charm.  Now  as  jfhe  was  of  a  Religion  that  teaches 
the  unlawfulnefs  of  Cures  by  Amulets  and  Charms, 
and  bekeving  in  the  deep  knowledge  and  Catholic 
hlonefty  of  her  Apothecary  (that  this  Cure  was  of 
that  kind)  died  a  Martyr -to  a  Knave, 

HISTORY  V. 

IN  the  foregoing  Obfervations  I  have  endea¬ 
voured  to  fhew  the  Curablenefs  of  a  Dyfentery 
while  Life  continues.  In  this  Obfervation  we  have 
the  Cafe  of  a  Dyfentery  very  furprizing  and  def- 
perate. 

A  poor  Man  near  Aldgate  was  recommended  to 
me  by  the  Dyfpenfary-Y\\y^K\m^,  He  was  fo  ill  ot 

a  Dj- 


a  Byfentery  that  he  could  not  come  to  my  HotJfe  y ' 
but  a  Woman  came  for  my  Advice,  and  brought 
with  her  a  large  Gallipot  full  of  a  flimy  Subttance 
in  Appearance,  but  what  I  found  to  be  a  very  large 
piece  of  the  villous  Coat  of  the  Rectum.  It  was  a 
Cafe  at  that  time  new  to  me,  and  fo  defperate  that 
I  gave  the  Woman  half  a  pound  of  my  Electuary y 
with  diredlions  for  the  taking  it.  The  Man  reco¬ 
vered  and  lived  fome  years  afterwards. 

Sylvius  mentions  a  like  Cafe  *,  but  thinks  it  incu¬ 
rable  :  but  it  is  not  fo,  as  I  have  fince  experienced 
on  another  Occafion. 

Thefe  Obfervations  are  not  the  hundredth  part 
of  thofe  I  have  made  in  London^  nor  the  thou- 
fandth  part  of  the  Experiences  had  of  my  Medi¬ 
cines  at  Sea.  So  that  I  do  not  draw  them 
forth  as  Proofs  of  the  Goodnefs  of  my  Medicine, 
but  as  an  Illuftrati'on  of  the  different  degrees,  of 
Curablenefs  there  is  in  one  Diarrhoea  and  another. 
Had  I  any  other  defign,  the  World  would  equally 
be  furprized  with  the  greatnefs  of  the  Cures,  and 
the  Boldnefs  of  an  invidious  Inquiry  that  was  once 
made  into  the  Succefs  of  my  Medicine  ;  which  as 
I  had  men  of  great  honour  for  my  Judges  turned 
hugely  to  the  Advantage  and  further  efteem  of  the 
Medicine.  However  it  may  not  be  difagreeable  to 
hear  of  two  Pra(5lices  of  two  Surgeons,  then  in  the 
Navy.

The  firfl:  is  a  Letter  from  the  Surgeon  of  the 
Flamborough  at  ’Dublin*  The  Surgeon,  Mr.  Ri¬ 
vet^  pretended  that  the  Ship’s  Company  was 'very 
much  afflidled  with  a  Diarrhoea.,  which  miifh  have 
proved  very  fatal  but  for  my  EleBuary  \  and  there¬ 
fore  defires  a/upply  of  it  to  be  fent  him  fo?thwith. 
I  laid  his  Letter  before  the  Lords  of  the  Admiral¬ 
ty  ;  and  their  worthy  Secretary,  Mr.  Burchett.,  or¬ 
dered  him  this  fupply,  which  was  fent  him,  which 
he  received,  and  which  was  very  prcStable  to 
him.  For  Mr.  Rivet  got  above  four  hundred 
pounds  for  the  Cures  he  did  in  Dublin ^  with  four 
pounds  of  my  Elebluary. 

The  fecond  is  a  Letter  from  the  Surgeon  of  the 
Revenge.,  to  Captain  Cleajhy  v/ho  commanded  that 
Ship.  Mr.  Borthwick  therein  gives  an  account  of 
the  Men  cured  of  Fluxes  by  the  Medicine,  and 
how  fuddenly  they  were  cured.  Then  he  adds  an 
Obfcrvation  he  had  made  formerly  in  Brazil. 
When,  fays  he,  I  was  at  Bahaga  de  Todos.,  with 
Captain  Dampier.,  in  her  Majefty’s  Ship  the 
‘‘  Roebuck.,  he  defired  me  to  vifit  one  Mr.  Abra- 
“  harn  Jones.,  Merchant.  When  I  faw  him,  he 
“  was  lying  in  Bed  fo  weak,  that  he  was  not  able 
to  help  himfelf  any  manner  of  Way. 

Fie  told  me  that  he  had  an  hundred  ftools 
and  fixty  Vomits  in  forty- eight  hours.  Flis 
“  Pulfc  being  very  low  I  gave  him  a  little  Cor¬ 
dial 


dial  and  fome  of  Dr.  Cockburn^s  anti-dyfenterlc 
Ele^uary^  he  was  fo  thoroughly  cured  in  feven 
Days,  that  he  was  able  to  walk  abroad  and  was 
alive  when  the  Woolwich  was  at  Brazil,  It  is 
worth  its  Weight  in  Gold.” 

I  might  relate  the  great  Efficacy  of  my  Medi¬ 
cine  for  curing  Fluxes  in  the  French  Navy.

D  was 
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was  better.  I  doubted  it ;  Ibe  faid  fbe  was  fnre  of  it ; 
that  her  Head,  Stomach  and  Bowels  were  eafy, 
and  that  flie  had  not  gone  to  Stool  fo  often  as  be¬ 
fore.  Mr.  Croger,  her  Mailer  called  at  my  Houfe 
the  fame  Evening  about  Bufinefs,  and  told  me  Ihe 
was  mended,  and  that  fhe  was  brifk  and  lively.  I 
called  to  fee  her  the  next  Night,  and  before  her 
Mailer  and  Miftrefs,  ilie  told  me  fhe  was  almoil 
well,  and  was  afraid  ihe  fhould  be  cured  too  fud- 
denly.  In  three  Days  ihe  was  quite  well,  though 
ihe  had  been  in  that  Condition  for  fix  Weeks  be¬ 
fore. 

CASE  11. 


WH  I  L  E  I  had  this  Perfon  in  Hand,  I  was 
ient  for  to  a  Gentlewoman  next  Door  to 
the  Cocky  in  Bow-lane.  She  was  thought  by  many 
to  be  dying  ten  Days  before  I  came,  and  all  that 
had  been  done  for  her  by  an  experienced  Apothe¬ 
cary  had  had  no  Effe6l.  When  I  came,  I  refufed 
to  meddle  with  her,  believing  her  Bowels  were  ex¬ 
coriated,  and  that  fhe  would  die  foon,  and  the 
Blame  fall  upon  me.  Her  Daughters  aifured  me 
if  fhe  died  the  next  Hour,  neither  myfelf  nor  the 
Medicine  fhould  be  blamed  j  for  that  as  fhe  was, 
file  could  not  live  long.  I  enquired  who  attended 
her  ?  They  told  me,  Ihe  had  no  more  Medicines, 
befides  a  Cordial  Draught,  to  take  ;  for  the  Cafe 
was  looked  upon  as  defperate,  and  beyond  the 
reach  of  Phyfic.  The  Clergyman  that  attended 

her  alfo,  recommended  Refignation  to  the  Will  of 

God, 
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God,  looking  upon  it  as  impofflble  for  her  to  re- 
cover.  Under  thofe  Circumftances,  I  returned  to 
her  Bedfide  and  found  her  in  a  Fever,  her  Fulfe 
high,  her  Tongue  black  and  very  rough,  herfelf 
helplefs  and  in  fuch  Agony,  that  though  Ihe  lay 
up  two  pair  of  Stairs  behind  the  front  Room,  Ihe 
was  heard  to  cry  out  even  in  the  Street.  She  had 
about  thirty  Stools  in  twenty*- four  Hours,  had  kept 
her  Bed  in  this  Condition  above  a  Month,  and  was 
feventy-lix  Years  of  Age.  There  was  no  Time 
to  be  lofi: ;  befides,  fhe  was  too  weak  to  take  a 
Purge,  and  under  fuch  Circumftances  as  rendered 
it  impofflble  to  have  a  Clyfter ;  fo  I  gave  her  a 
large  Quantity  of  the  Medicine  at  ten  that  ,  Night : 
And  at  ten  o’  Clock  next  Morning  I  found  her 
with  no  Fever,  her  Tongue  fmooth,  and  of  a  na¬ 
tural  Colour ;  and  though  Ihe  was  ftill  very  bad, 
Ihe  faid  fhe  was  better  than  Ihe  had  been,  and 
more  eafy,  but  that  fince  fhe  muft  die,  fhe  deft- 
red  to  die  peaceably ;  and  for  fome  Days  would 
take  no  more  of  the  Medicine,  except  now  and 

then  the  Quantity  of  a  Pea,  which  they  gave 
her  without  her  Knowledge.  Thus  two  or  three 

Days  were  loft  ;  at  the  End  of  which  fhe  was  per- 
fuaded  to  take  a  Bolus  Night  and  Morning.  Her 
Bowels  though  tortured  before,  were  immediately 
quieted  ;  the  fecond  Day  her  Stools  were  conftftent, 
and  abated  in  their  Number  gradually  for  four  or 
five  Days,  I  cannot  fay  which,  and  then  ceafed. 
She  was  perfedly  cured,  and  has  had  but  one.  re¬ 
gular  Motion,  in  twenty-four  Hours  ever  fince.

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The  Apothecary,  without  knowing  what  had  been 
done,  twice  pronounced  her  Recovery  a  Miracle  5 
but  when  he  knew  it,  made  light  of  it.  The  Gen¬ 
tlewoman  is  now  alive  and  ’  well  to  juftify  the 
Truth  of  this  and  every  other  Circumftance  in  this 
Account  •,  her  Daughters,  the  Family,  and  Neigh¬ 
bours  will  do  the  fame. 

CASE  III. 

Mr.  Cowpr^  in  Wheeler -Street^  Spital-Fields^ 
defired  me  to  attend  Mr.  John  Beck^  one 
of  his  Neighbours,  who  was  in  a  defperate  Condi¬ 
tion  with  a  Diarrhoea,  and  (as  was  thought)  his 
Bowels  ulcerated.  I  called  there,  and  found  him 
in  a  perfe6lly  compofed  Frame  of  Mind,  without 
the  leaft  Expe6lation  of  Life,  and  indeed  I  as  little 
expelled  he  fhould  live  as  himfelf  did,  and  was 
blamed  by  fome  Friends  for  meddling  in  a  Cafe 
that  was  deemed  an  inflexible  and  lofl:  one,  and 
where  the  Man  mufb  inevitably  fink  under  the 
Force  of  his  Difeafe,  being  given  over  by  a  Gen¬ 
tleman  of  as  much  Integrity,  Skill  and  Humanity, 
as  any  among  the  Faculty.  He  had  not  frequent 
Stools^  but  one  continual  Flux  *,  and  when  he  fet  up 
in  his  Bed,  it  flowed  as  through  a  perpendicular 
Tube,  and  appeared  like  a  thin  Pus,  or  corrupted 
Matter,  attended  with  conftant  Griping ;  his  U- 
rine  but  little  in  Qiiantity,  with  a  Sediment  like 
Brick-duft  half  Way  from  the  Bottom  of  the  Glafs, 
I  gave  him  the  Medicine  without  any  Preparative, 

which 
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which  he  took  at  twelve  Hours  Diftance,  and  then  at 
fix  Hours  Diftance.  The  firft  four  Days  it  had  no  o- 
ther  Eftedt  but  to  quiet  his  Bowels,  which  it  did  from 
the  Beginning.  I  looked  upon  his  Cafe  abfolutely  in¬ 
curable,  and  paft  the  Power  of  Medicine.  He  was  as 
much  convinced  of  this  as  myfelf,  and  indifferent  as 
to  Life  or  Death.  Upon  this  I  propofed  to  him  to 
take  it  at  every  three  Hours.  He  complied,  and 
told  me,  he  would  eat  it  all  Day  if  he  might,  for 
he  found  it  falutary  *,  thus  I  left  him,  with  no  Ex- 
pedlations  of  ever  feeing  him  alive  more.  At 
twelve  o’  Clock  the  fame  Night  his  Flux  ftopped 
at  once,  after  half  an  Hour’s  intenfe  Pain  in  his 
Bowels.  He  fent  me  Word  the  next  Day  that  he 
was  better,  but  as  I  did  not  hear  of  it  till  late  at 
Night,  I  did  not  call  till  the  next  Morning,  when 
I  found  him  weak,  but  perfectly  well,  and  he  re-' 
mains  fo  to  teftify  the  Truth  of  this  Account ;  his 
Neighbours  will  do  the  fame.  What  is  remark¬ 
able,  he  has  had  an  even  Habit  of  Body  ever  fince 
without  Coftivenefs  or  Fever. 

CASE  IV. 

Mr.  John  Kilford^  in  Gulftone-^Jlreet^  White- 
chappely  Taylor  to  Captain  Wejlon^  in  his 
jaft  Voyage  to  India^  had  the  Bloody  Flux  fixteen 
Months,  frequently  twenty-four  Stools  in  a  Day 
and  Night ;  he  had  had  all  the  Advice  frorn  Phy- 
ficians  and  Apothecaries,  that  he  could  have,  but 
to  no  Purpofe,  infomuch  that  he  delpaired  of  ever 
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being  cured.  When  he  came  to  me  he  was  ema^ 
ciated,  griped  and  Tick,  and  his  Stomach'  not  able 
to  retain  his  Food  *,  he  took  the  Medicine,  and  in 
a  few  Hours  his  Bowels  were  perfectly  quiet,  and 
his  Stomach  ftrong  :  In  about  two  Days  his  Stools 
condenfed,  and  abated  in  their  Number  :  And  in 
fix  Days  his  Strength  and  Complexion  were  reco¬ 
vered,  and  he  was  hearty,  hungry,  and  v/ell  in  all 
Appearance.  He  then  omitted  to  take  any  more, 
and  his  Flux  returned  :  He  took  it  again,  and  in  a 
few  Days  became  well,  and  remained  fo  fome 
Time  :  but  negledling  to  continue  the  Medicine, 
he  has  now  three  or  four  Stools  in  a  Day  again, 
which  muft  be  imputed  only  to  his  own  Negledt. 
But  as  he  had  been  a  Voyage  to  India  I  defired 
him  to  give,  me  fome  Account  of  the  Appearance 
of  the  Flux,  during  that  Voyage  ;  which  he  did 
in  nearly  the  following  Words  :  ‘‘We  loft  fe- 
“  venty-feven  of  our  Men  on  that  Voyage,  moft 
“  of  them  by  the  Bloody  Flux  ;  fome  of  them  it 
“  feized  pretty  fuddenly,  others  had  the  Scurvy 
“  firft  :  I  have  feen  them  roaring,  tumbling,  and 
“  tortured  on  the  Deck,  voiding  Blood  there,  ’till 
“  it  was  like  a  Butcher’s  Shambles,  and  them- 
“  felves  recommended  to  the  Mercy  of  God  ;  for 
“  I  never  knew  one  of  them  cured,  neither  on 
“  the  Voyage,  nor  on  the  Shore,  unlefs  fome 
“  few  that  were  recovered  by  a  vegetable  Diet. 
“  For,  though  a  good  Phyfician  lived  at  Fort  St. 
“  David^Sy  he  was  never  known  to  cure  a  Flux, 
fo  obftinate  are  they  in  thofe  Parts,  The  Scene 
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aforefaid  was  the  moft  horrid  Spedacle  I  had  e- 
ver  feen.” 

I  muft  ohferve  here.,  that,  after  a  Cure,  the  Me- 


dicine  Jhould  always  he  taken  two  or  three  Days^ 
Morning  and  Night,  to  prevent  a  Relapfe, 


CASE  V. 


Young  Gentleman  at  Tlaifierer* s-Hall,  in  Ad- 


dle-Jireet,  was  ill  of  a  Diarrhoea  and  a  Bloody 
Flux  alternately  *,  he  had  been  under  the  Phyficians 
Hands  eighteen  Months,  to  no  Purpofe,  four 
Months  of  which  he  was  in  the  Country,  and  re¬ 
turned  back  with  his  Flux  upon  him :  He  had 
from  fix  to  thirty  Stools  in  a  Day  and  Night,  was 
weakened  fo,  that  he  crept  up  Stairs  by  the  Ban- 
nifters,  and  had  aimoft  a  continual  Tenafmus  and 
Griping.  He  took  the  Medicine  on  the  Friday 
Night,  for  the  firft  Time,  I  called  on  him  the  next 
Monday  Morning,  and  he  told  me,  he  had  not  had 
a  Stool  in  the  lafi:  twenty-five  Hours :  He  conti¬ 
nued  to  take  it,  and  in  a  few  Days  was  perfedlly 
well,  and  will  inform  any  one  of  the  Truth  of 
this  Account, 


CASE  VL 


Mr.  Cook,  in  Mark-Lane,  had  been  ill  for 
many  Months,  with  a  Diarrhoea  and 
Bloody  Flux,  and  at  times  had  Stools  of  all  Co¬ 
lours,  and  ufed  to  rife  ten  Times  or  more,  in  a 
Night  j  he  had  had  alfo  all  the  Advice  he  could,

and  thought  he  miift  die  foon ;  I  own  I  thought 
fo  too  for,  befides  his  Flux,  he  was  fick,  and 
faint  to  the  laft  Degree,  as  well  he  might,  for  he 
had  been  blooded,  purged,  clyftered,  and  vomited, 
which  had  brought  him  to  Death’s  Door  ;  he  had 
a  Fever,  his  Breathing  fhort,  his  Pulfe  low,  his 
Cough  violent  at  times,  his  Appetite  loft,  his 
Bowels  griped,  his  Stomach  in  Pain,  and  was 
weakened  to  fuch  a  Degree,  that  though  the  Me¬ 
dicine  is  pleafant  and  perfe6lly  falutary  to  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  it  was  with  great  Dirftculty  he  could  keep  it. 
down,  notwithftanding  he  made  two  Dofes  of  what 
he  ftiould  have  made  but  one,  However  he  did 
take  it,  and  the  next  Morning  was  fomewhat  bet¬ 
ter,  after  having  dept  all  Night :  In  two  Days 
his  Flux  manifeftly  abated,  though  his  other  Com¬ 
plaints  remained  •,  lb  that  at  three  Days  End, 
when  I  called,  and  expelled  to  find  him  dead,  1 
found  his  Flux  perfectly  cured,  his  Appetite  good, 
and  his  other  Complaints  were,  in  a  great  Mea- 
fure  vaniftied,  except  that  his  Strength  was  not 
yet  recovered  ;  and  if  he  were  n^ver  to'  recover  his 
Strength,  or  be  cured  of  his  other  Complaints, 
it  is  no  Reproach  to  the  Medicine  ;  for  we  ne¬ 
ver  recommended  it  for  a  Catholicon,  or  ever 
faid  that  it  would  raife  the  Dead,  or  cure  every 
Diforder. 


CASE  VIL 


BU  T  the  Cafe  that  has  engaged  the  moft  At¬ 
tention,  has  been  that  of  Mr.  Bertrand^  Mer¬ 
chant,  of  Duhln^  now  in  London ;  This  Cafe  has 
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been  treated  by  our  ConnoifTeurs,  as  if  the  Effica* 
.cy  of  the  Medicine  had  not  Ihewed  itfelf  on  him, 
and  that  I  had  been  quite  defeated.  To  let  this 
Matter  right  I  have  that  Gentleman’s  Leave  to 
publifli  the  Cafe  fairly  as  it  Hands. 

When,  at  the  Requeft  of  a  very  conliderablc 
and  reputable  Merchant,  I  firft  faw  Mr.  Bertrand^ 
I  found  him  thin  and  languid,  griped  and  in  Pain, 
having  almoft  a  continual  "Tenafmus^  with ‘about 
fourteen  watery  and  bloody  Stools  in  twenty-four 
Hours  :  He  had  been  afflidled  with  a  Diarrhoea 
for[],more  than  fifteen  Years  paft ;  told  me,  it  had 
coll  him  two  thoufand  Pounds,  that  he  had  had 
the  Advice  of  the  moft  learned  Phyficians  of  Duh^ 
lin^  London^  and  Montpellier^  to  no  Purpofe.  They 
told  him,  they  could  cure  his  Flux,  but  that  a  Fe¬ 
ver  would  follow,  and  the  Remedy  be  as  bad  as 
the  Difeale.  He  was  now  better  than  ufual,  for 
he  had  been  often  confined  to  his  Bed,  and  given 
over  for  Death ;  but  notwithftanding  his  not  being 
fo  bad  as  at  fome  times,  his  Sulpicion  of  the  bad

About  the  fourth  Day  he  had  an  Inter¬ 
val  between  bis  Stools  of  feven  Hours,  and  thofe

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Stools  fomewhat  confiflent ;  in  three  more  he  had 
an  Interval  of  feventeen,  then  of  eighteen,  then 
of  twenty-one  Hours,  and  his  Stools  ftill  more  con- 
.  fiftent,  his  Bowels  eafy,  and  no  violent  Returns  of 
his  Diforder,  having  not  above  three  or  four  Stools 
in  a  Bay  after  thofe  Intervals,  though  it  was  ex¬ 
ceeding  cold,  moift,  and  changeable  Weather  all 
the  while,  and  himfelf  inattentive  to  any  Rule  ; 
and  the  more  I  remonftrated  againfb  it,  the  more 
he  fufpedted  the  Safety  of  the  Medicine,  and  the 
Truth  of  what  I  faid,  as  he  afterwards  told  me, 
for  I  was  then  a  perfect  Stranger  to  him.  The 
Piles  coming  on,  the  Medicine  was  fufpe6led  to 
have  contributed  to  bring  them.,  fo  was  omitted 
forfome  Time,  ’till  growing  worfe  again,  with  al- 
moll  a  conftant  Tenafmus  as  before,  at  about  three 
Weeks  End,  he  took  it  every  four  Elours,  obfer- 
ving  a  pretty  good  Regimen,  and  prefently  grew 
better,  and  went  where  he  plealed  with  very  little 
Interruption,  having  Intervals  from  twelve  to 
tvxnty,  or  more  Hours,  with  no  violent  Returns  ; 
and  though  he  be  not  yet  perfectly  cured,  he  has 
openly  declared  to  his  Friends,  and  to  myfelf  ma¬ 
ny  a  time,  and  his  Complexion  declares  it  to  all, 
that  it  has  done  him  more  good  than  all  the  Medi¬ 
cines  he  had  taken  for  the  fifteen  Years  before  ;  for 
that  no  other  Medicine  but  this,  has  had  Efficacy 
enough  to  keep  him  out  of  his  Bed,  or  to  preferve 
him  in  tolerable  Health  at  this  Seafon  of  the  Year, 
for  Years  pad: ;  fo  that  I  prefume  the  candid  Rea¬ 
der  will  not  fix  a  Difgrace  upon  the  Medicine  in 
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this  Cafe,  and  the  lefs,  as  I  have  Mr.  Bertrand*^ 
Leave  to  publifh  this  :  and  alfo  to  appeal  to  the 
moft  reputable  Merchants  on  the  French  and  Irtjh 
Walks,  on  the  Royal  Exchange^  who  are  well 
acquainted  with  his  Cafe  ;  but,  notwithftanding 
they  are  fo,  I  had  not  taken  the  Liberty  of  ap¬ 
pealing  to  thofe  Gentlemen,  but  by  Mr.  Bertrand'^ 
Approbation. 

He  continues  to  take  the  Medicine ;  and  both 
he  and  I  believe  it  will  perfedlly  cure  him  :  But  as 
this  Gentleman’s  Cafe  is  as  extraordinary  as  can  be 
produced,  and  as  it  has  defeated  the  Power  of  Me-^ 
dicine  fo  long,  it  is  no  Wonder  if  it  does  require 
much  more  Time  and  Perfeverance  than  common. 
And  may  not  this  be  borne  with,  iince  no  Fever,

CASE  VIIL 

Mr.  John  Airs^  in  the  Saracen! ^-He ad  Yard, 
Camomile-ftreet^  had  kept  his  Bed  fome 
time,  with  a  violent  Diarrhoea  and  Fever,  his 
Tongue  white  and  dry,  his  Breath  very  Ihort,  and 
his  Conftitution  as  it  were  worn  out,  (though  na¬ 
turally  a  very  ftrong  Man)  his  Pulfe  unequal,  his 
Spirits  (if  I  muft  call  them  fo)  depreffed.  I  told 
him,  I  would  try  to  cure  his  Flux,  but  would  not 
undertake  to  cure  him  of  his  other  Complaints. 
His  Wife  faid  to  me,  on  coming  out,  that  his 

Phyfician 
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Phyfician  told  her,  two  Months  before,  that  he 
doubted  he  could  not  get  over  it.  He  had  now 
about  ten  watery  Stools  in  a  Day,  or  more,  and 
frequently  four  or  fix  in  the  Night ;  he  took  the 
Medicine  on  the  "Ttiefday  Night,  on  the  Thurfday  I 
faw  him  fitting  up  and  walking  about  the  Room, 
and  his  Flux  was  abated.  On  the  next  Day,  un¬ 
known  to  me,  he  walked  in  Moorjields*  I  faw 
him  a  few  Days  after  ;  his  Flux  was  well,  but  his 
Pulfe  continued  very  uneven,  and  he  was  very 
low.  In  about  ten  or  fourteen  Days  he  went  to 
Nezcington  for  the  Air,  caught  Cold,  and  had 
fome  fmall  Return  of  his  Loofenefs  ;  he  came 
Home,  eat  Oyflers  for  Supper,  and  drank  fome 
warm  Claret,  went  to  Bed  pretty  well  in  Appear¬ 
ance,  but  died  in  half  an  Hour  ;  and  though  his 
Wife  and  her  Mother  were  both  in  the  Room, 
they  knew  nothing  of  it  ’till  they  found  him 


dead. 


CASE  IX. 


HE  Child  of  Mrs.  Overton  in  Cannon'ftreeti 


1  of  four  Years  old,  had  fourteen  bloody 
Stools  in  a  Night,  and  was  worn  to  a  Skeleton  ; 
he  took  the  Medicine  according  to  Dire6lions  ^  at 
four  Days  End  I  called,  and  found  him  quite  well 
of  his  Flux. 


CASE  X. 


A  Gentlewoman,  whofe  Name  I  have  no  right 
to  expofe,  but  who  will,  notwithftanding, 
fatisfy  any  one  that  will  wait  on  her,  had  mifear- 
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ried  heretofore,  and  had  a  Diarrhcea  and  Weak- 
nefs,  which  endangered  a  fecond  Mifcarriage.  She 
took  but  a  fmall  Quantity  of  the  Medicine,  and 
is  now  fo  well  as  to  think  herfelf  fecure  from  ha¬ 
ving  that  Misfortune  again. 


CASE  XL 


MRs.  Bell^  in  Bull-Wharf -Lane ^  aged  fcventy- 
two,  had  a  violent  Bloody  Flux  of  more 
than  two  Years  Handing,  with  fixteen  or  more 
Stools  in  a  Day,  Ihe  took  the  Medicine,  and  was 
cured  in  ten  Days.

Monf.  de  JuJfieu^  avoiding  all  Extremes,  is  an 
Enemy  to  the  banifliing  Ipecacuanha  altogether 
out  of  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick,  as  many  of  it’s 
difappointed  Adorers  now  do*,  becaufe  it  is 
not  the  infallible  Specific  they  vainly  imagined 
it  to  be. 

This  common  Mifapplication  of  Medicines, 
or  our  Ignorance  of  the  particular  Circumflances 
of  a  Difeafe,  when  it  requires  a  different  Method 
of  Cure,  is  the  very  Reafon  why  great  Numbers 
of  excellent  Medicines  among  ancient  Phyficians 
have  been  loft,  becaufe  they  were  not  underftood. 
Take  a  broken  Shin  only,  which  has  the  Skin 
only  rubbed  off,  obferve  the  Difti  culty  the  beft 
and  honefteft  Surgeons  have  to  cure  It.  Go  to 
Aetius^  and  others,  where  you  m^y  find  a  fafe^ 
eafy^  and  fpeedyCure\  which,. the  fame  Au¬ 
thor  on  another  Occafion  obferves,  the  People 
make  Slight  of,  becaufe  they  do  not  know  the 
Danger  or  Trouble  that  often  attend  it. 

A  Loofc- 
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^  A  Loofenefs  is  more  liable  to  be  mlftaken  than 
the  greateft  Number  of  other  Difeafes  -,v*  becaufe 
it  is  produced  by  two  immediate  Caufes  that  are 
very  different,  when  the  reft  have  one  Gaufe 
only,  however  great  the  Diverfity  of  particular 
Cafes  may  appear  to  be. 

A  Fever,  viz.  has  but  one  Caufe,  though  the 
Variety  of  Fevers,  or  the  various  Appearances  of 
a  Fever  are  infinite,  and  can  never  be  clafted 
by  Obfervatlon ;  I  fliall  therefore  confidet  the 
different  Circnmftances  of  a  Loofenefs  oblerved 
by  Dr.  de  JuJfieu^  and  that  occafion  the  Mifap- 
plication  of  Ipecacuanha  j  but  I  fhall  afterwards 
endeavour  to  make  his  Account  more  perfedb ; 
for  thereby  Phyficians  will  be  able  to  have  more 
pcrfed  Intentions  and  Views  of  curing  than 
hitherto  they  have  had. 

IVhen  great  Crudities,  fays  the  Do(ftor,  and  in^ 
digefted  Stuff  in  the  firft  Paffages,  or  ajz  Ohftrudlion 
in  the  Bowels  of  the  lower  Belly  are  the  Caufe  of  a 
Loofenefs,  we  may  always  expeH  the  common  good 
Iff  ells  of  the  Ipecacuan]m/<;r  a  Cure. 

On  the  contrary,  when  Ipecacuanha  is  green 
againji  an  ‘  hepatic  Dyfente'/j,  or  againji  a  great 
Bifcharge  of  Blood  upzvards  or  downwards often 
cccafoned  by  a  purging  Medicine  that  zv as  given  for 
a  Cure  of  the  T.ocfefufs,  no  S’uccefs  can  reafonahly 
he  expelled  from  the  Specific^,  far  left  have  we  any 

Hopes 

Thefe  are  Dr.  deyuffm's,\Iox6s  ;  hetneans  Specific, 
Ipecacuanha,  which  he  allows  to  fail  in  thefe  Inftances, 
where  Dr.  Cockhunis  Medicine  eafily  cures. 
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^opes  'when  Ipecacuanha  is  given  for  the  Cure  of  ^ 
Loofenefs  that  fubffis  on  an  Infiammation  of  the  lova- 
er  Belly ;  or  when  fharp  and  fixed  Pains  give  us  a 
Sufpicion  that  the  Dyfentery  has  a  cancerous  Ulcer 
for  it's  Caufe, 

As  there  is  no  Difficwlty  that  is  peculiar  to  a 
Dyfentery  and  is  not  common  with  the  Dangers  of 
a  Diarrhoea^  the  Terror  of  Blood  not  excepted, 
it  muft  be  acknowledged  that  any  Vomit^  as 
well  Ipecacuanha^  is  a  proper  Cure  againfl:  In- 
digeftions  and  Crudities  in  the  Stomach,  as 
Hippocrates  anciently  obferved,  and  has  been  be¬ 
lieved  by  all  Phyficians  fince  his  Time  :  So  that 
there  is  nothing  in  the  French  Specific  that  is  not 
in  Salt  of  Vitriol*  ^  which  we  find  held  it’s  Repu¬ 
tation  in  curing  Dyfent cries  longer  than  Ipecac U' 
anha  is  like  to  do. 

It  is  more  wmderful  that  this  Way  of  curing  a 
Loofenefs  by  Ipecacuanha  was  not  fooner  deter¬ 
mined.  Nothing  befides  the  lazy  Talk  of  a  Spe¬ 
cific,  that  excludes  all  Reafoning  and  Refledlion, 
could  have  made  Men  eafy  under  fo  grofs  Igno¬ 
rance.  The  very  Inflance  given  us  by  the  late 
excellent  Dv,  Fournefort^  in  the  Cafe  of  his  I'u- 
tor  Petrus  Sylvanus^  is  a  fuflicient  Proof  that 
Ipecacuanha  is  no  Charrn  of  a  Specific,  but  that 
it  cures  by  it’s  evacuating  :  for  when  the  Weak- 
nefs  of  Sylvanus  made  them  cautious  of  admini- 
firing  the  Specific,  theDifeafe  held  it’s  Ground 

againfl 

*  Angehs  Sala  introduced  'Salt  of  Vitriol  as  a  Cijre  for 
Loofenefles  in  the  Beginning  of  the  feven  teenth  Century, 
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agakift  the  Chafm  and  it’s  Adorers,  till  DefpS?ir 
‘drove  the  Phyfic:ian  upon  larger  Dofes,  the  laft 
Kefort  of  the  Vanquifhedi  and  they  produced 
Evacuations  by  Vomit  and  $iool^' thereby  his 
Health  in  one  Night. 

It  would  be  fuperfluous  to  obferve  upon  what 
is  faid  about  the  Se^nirouha^  and  how  far  it  may 
remedy  the  Defefis  of  Ipecacuanha^  the  Trials  of 
it  beingf  few*  not  fufficient  to  determine  theUnr^ 
verfality  of  it’s  Ufe.  Far  lefs  Ihall  I  enquire  whe¬ 
ther  the  Weji-India  Plant  has  any  Relation  to  the 
Mach  from  the  Eaji-Indies  mentioned  by  Pliny'^\ 
though  I  wifh  Dr.  de  JnJfieii  had  prepared  the 
Seffiirouba  with  Honey,  fince  the- great  Cures  re^- 
corded  by  Plhi)\  by  the  Mnch^  might  be  afiifled 
by  it’s  being  prepared  in  that  Way. 

I  fhall  then  proceed  and  make  the  foregoing 
Account  more  perfedl  and  more  obvious,  better 
fitted  to  fix  the  Views  of  Phyficians  in  the  Point 
they  are  to  purfue.  Tor  this  Purpofe  I  fhall  give 
a  plain  Account  of  the  feveral  Species  of  a  Loofe* 
nefs,  and  in  each  of  them  apply  the  different 
Kind  of  Remedies  employed  for  the  Cure  of 
them.  Thus  we  fliall  perceive  the  proper  Ad* 
miniftration  of  every  Loofenefi,  and  how  far  any 
of  them  is  left  without  a  Cure. 

The  Anatomy  of  the  Guts  alone  informs  us, 
that  the  immediate  Caufe  of  every  Loofenefs^  whe¬ 
ther  it  be  Symptomatic  or  Effential,  mujt  either 
be  a  quicker  Conveyance  of  the  co?nmon  Quantity  of 
edneodfed  Fcod^  and  of  the  Liquors  that  are  com^ 

monly

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mqidy %vith  it  in  the  Guts\  or  the  Caufe  of  a. 
Loofenefs  is  a  greater  Secretion  than  ordinary  of  a> 
‘uqatry  Subfiance  from  the  Blood  into  the  Guts^  and 
brjught  into  them  by  the  Pancreas  and  various  other 
Glands.  In  both  which  Cafes  there  mufi  needs  be  a, 
larger  Difcharge  of  liquid  Excrements  by  Stool  than 
ufual^  or  there  mufi  be  a  Loofenefs, 

A  Loofenefs  produced  by  the  firft  of  thefe 
Caufes  admits  of  great  Variety  both  on  the  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  different  Stimuli^  and  even  from  the 
different  Degrees  of  the  Stimulus  in  each  of  them. 
The  Stimulus^  v^. .  of  indigefted  Food,  Fruits 
and  the  like,  differs  very  much  from  the  Stimulus 
of  the  Gall,  The  firh:  Sort  is  confined  to  the  Sto^ 
mach  and  Inteftines :  In  which  Cafe  the  Difeafe  is 
often  a  Cure  to  itfelf  -f;  whereas  the  Stimulus  of 
Gall  is  greater,  and  the  Caufe  is  more  permanent 
and  feldom  carries  off  itfelf.  I'he  Degree  of  the 
Stimulus  may  be  determined  by  fome  other  con¬ 
comitant  Symptoms  of  Slime,^  Glaire,,  &c.  But 
when  the  Stimulus  is  occafioned  by  the  Piles,,  an 
Ulcer  or  a  Stricture  of  the  Guts,  it  is  vaftly  more 
violent,  and  much  departs  from  the  common 
Cure  of  a  Loofenefs,  whereby  Phyficians  are  ofe-^ 
en  fubjedled  to  fatal  Errors  and  grofs  Mifaj^plica- 
tions  of  their  Medicines. 

The  Watry  Loofenefs^  produced  by  the  other 
immediate  Caufe,  is  indeed  deplorable ;  becauie 
a  Method  of  curing  it  is  not  commonly  known. 
It  is  not  only  as  a  Principal,  but  it  is  a  Second, 
in  the  Beginning,  at  the  Ending,  and  in  the  in- 

inter- 

f  Or  eafily  relieved  by  the  known  Medicines. 
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intermediate  Times  of  all  other  Difeafes,  and 
even  in  old  Age,  when  Nature  is  fubmitdng  to 
the  Power  of  Death,  when  Phyficians  call  it  a 
colliquative  Loofenefs,  becaufe  it  feems  to  rnelt 
away  the  Flefli  of  the  Sick.  Petrus  S alius  Diver ^ 
Jus a  moft  approved  Phyfician  affirms  it  to  be 
vain  for  a  Phyfician  to  attempt  the  Cure  of  it  \ 
Carolus  Pifo^  who  endeavours  to  explain  it,  and 
the  moft  fagacious  Lazarus  Riverius^  after  trying 
all  the  common  Methods,  give  us  no  better 
Hopes  of  a  Cure. 

It  is  now  manifeft  why  a  Loofenefs,  that  in  all 
outward  Appearance  is  one  and  the  fame  Thing, 
aPxd  promifes  to  fubmit  to  the  fame  Remedy  is 
vallly  different  in  the  Manner  of  curing  it.  Our 
Experience  has  contradidled  our  Belief;  and  the 
Remedy  that  has  proved  effedbual  and  fufficient 
in  one  Cafe,  has  proved  ineffedlual  and  ufelefs  on 
other  Occafions ;  on  which  Account  Remedies 
are  very  liable  to  be  mifapplied. 

To  prevent  this  Misfortune  in  a  great  Meafure 
for  the  future,  I  fhall  confider  the  Medicines 
commonly  made  ufe  of  by  Phyficians  for  the 
Cure  of  a  Loofenefs ;  and  next  how  they  may 
moft  properly  be  adapted  to  that  Paid  :  For  thus 
we  mufl  perceive  the  particular  Cafes  wherein 
they  are  likely  to  be  ufeful,  and  when  they  are 
not  like  to  be  of  any  ufe  at  all. 

Ajlringents  or  binding  Medicines,  w'ere  the 
firft  employed  for  the  Cure  of  a  Loofenefs,  as 
w,ell  as  of  every  other  Evacuation,  But  Hippo¬ 
crates:

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CTG^ies  obferving  that  a  Loofenefs  was  often 
cafiefl:  cured  when  it  was  attended  with  Vomit¬ 
ing;  Votniting  Medicines  were  introduced  on  that 
Account.  On  a  like  Confideration  Purging  Me¬ 
dicines  were  admitted  by  CelfuSy  becaufe  he  found 
the  Purging  the  Cure  of  itfelf ;  or  that  the  Loofe¬ 
nefs  went  off  by  going  to  Stool  for  a  few  Days. 
But  he  advifes  Phyficians  to  take  Care  that  the 
Loofenefs  does  not  run  longer  than  feven  Day^ 
and  that  it  is  not  attended  with  a  Fever,  for  in 
that  Cafe  the  Loofenefs  is  not  critical  and  falutary^ 
but  fymptomatical^  and  haftens  on  the  Ruin  of  the 
Sick.  All  thefe  Obfervations  have  not  been 
found  univerfally  true  in  many  other  Countries ; 
for  Coelm  Aurelianus^  a  mofl  accurate  Obferver 
of  Difeafes,  Rhaza  and  Avicenna  blame  this  free 
Ufe  of  Purging  and  Vomiting,  and  may  be  juf- 
tified  by  what  will  be  fliewn  in  the  Progrefs  of 
this  Difeourfe. 

But,  now  that  we  may  apply  this  Artillery  of 
Phyficians  againft  the  two  general  Caufes  of  all 
Loofeneffes,  we  fhall  begin  with  the  mofb  an- 
tient  of  the  mentioned  Methods,  which  was  prac- 
tifed  by  Prodicus  Selymbrianus^  whofe  School  was 
adorned  by  the  Divine  Hyppocrates. 

Binding  Medicines,  as  I  lately  obferved,  were 
employed  for  the  Cure  of  every  Evacuation,  and 
are  flill  the  Refuge  of  Phyficians  when  all  other 
Methods  have  been  baffled,  under  their  own 
Condud:  and  Diredtion ;  they  tacitly  have  the 
Preference  given  them  to  all  other  Medicines ; 
for  inftance,  Ipecacuanha  is  preferred  to  any  other 

Vomits 
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•Vomit,  and  Rhubarb  to  any  other  Purge,  be- 
raufe  they  are  more  Aflringent  than  any  other  of 
the  Tribe.  So -far  do  Phyficians  extol  the  Pov/- 
er  of  Aftringents^  that  many  of  thern  affirm, 
that  by  them  any  l.oofenefs  may  be  repreffed,  if 
they  did  not  think  it  unfeafonable  or  improper. 

However  it  may  ftand  with  thefe  Boafters,  it 
is  very  certain  that  thefe  Medicines  only  affedl  a 
Loofenefs  occafioned  by  a  Stimulus,  and  if  this 
is  fmall  the  Loofenefs  may  be  cured  by  it,  but  if 
the  Degree  of  the  Stimulus  is  greater,  the  aftrin- 
gent  Medicine  is  either  not  able  to  put  a  Stop  to 
it,  or  it  will  tear  the  Sick  with  Gripes  if  it  does*. 

It  is  on  the  fame  account  of  the  Stimulus^  that 
a  Vomit  or  a  Purge  is  properly  premifed  to  other 
Medicines,  if  it  confifts  with  the  Strength  of  the 
Sick  *,  but  after  all  the  Store-houfe  of  Phyficians 
feeins  to  be  exhaufted  in  curing  a  Loofenefs  that 
proceeds  from  Indigeftion  or  Gall  j  but  if  the 
Stimulus  is  from  the  Piles^  an  Ulcer,  or  a  Stric¬ 
ture  in  the  Guts,  Phyficians  are  loft  without 
any  Remedy,  and  too  frequently  have  Recourfe 
fo  the  Omnipotent  Aflringent,  without  any 
Succefs.  Here  is  a  real  Want,  an  Inability  a?id 
Unjkilfulnefs  in  our  Work,  and  leaves  too  much 
Room  for  mif applying  Medicines  -f. 

But 

*  Or  bring  on  a  fatal  Fever. 

f  And  yet  thefe  three  Sorts  yield  eafily  to  Dr.  Cock^ 
burns  Medicine,  which  comes  here  very  feafonably  in 
Aid  to  the  Phyfician  5  and  as  I  have  often  faid  cannot 
be  mifapplied,  being,  notwithllanding  it’s  great  Power, 

't:  innocent  as  Bread. 
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But  if  we  turn  thefe  Engines  of  Vomitings 
Purging,  and  Binding  upon  the  other  general 
Caufe  of  a  Loofenefs,  they  either  fall  very  fhort, 
or  like  a  little  Water  thrown  upon  a  great  Fire, 
they  rather  inflame  than  extinguifli  it.  Hippo^ 
£ratts\  indeed  does  not  mention  the  lVatry_ 
Loofenefs,  but  he  fays  many  Things  that  peculi^ 
arly  concern  it,  which-  Foejius  not  underflanding 
blamed  him  for  Obfcurity  in  this  Place.  Pifo% 
gives  a  very  plain  Defcription  of  this  Loofenefs^ 
and  his  Obfervation  is  admitted  by  every  fuc- 
ceeding  Phyfician. 

The  defperate  State  of  the  Watry  Loofenefs* 
was  formerly  mentioned  from  the  Confefilon  of 
Authors  of  the  greateft  Knowledge  and  Veraci¬ 
ty,  and  Phyficians  fhall  for  ever  find  that 
Loofenefs  to  becorne  more  violent  ^rhe  mpre  you 
prefs  it  with  Aftringents,  Vomits,  or  Purging 
Medicines.  The  boafted  Omnipotency  of  put¬ 
ting  a  Stop  to  a  Loofepefs  at  pleafure^  mufl:

*  The  Watry  Loofenefs  readily  yields  to  Dr^  Cockburrr^ 
Medicine  againfl  Fluxes ;  but  I  do  not  fay  that  it  will 
infallibly  Cure  any  Flux  how  bad  foever,  becaufe  if  I 
did  I  fiiould  not  fpeak  Truth ;  but  I  may  venture  to  Af¬ 
firm,  that  of  obftinate  Fluxes,  incurable  by  any  Mede- 
cine  now  known,  it  will  throughly  cure  ^eight  in  ten, 
and  probably  afford  fome  Sort  of  Relief  to  the  other 
two.  I  fhall  add  no  more  5  for  tQ  confiderate  Perfons 
what  I  have  faid  is  full  enough  to  make  this  Medicine 
to  be  efteemed  probably  the  mofi  important  ever  offered

ferve  another  Ufe  with  theSick,  though  it  may 
not  be  able  to  put  the  defired  Stop  to  his  Purg- 
ing. 

There  is  even  a  Singularity  in  the  Cure  of 
this  liOofenels  which  I  think  has  not  hitherto 
been  obferved.  In  every  other  kind  of  Loofe- 
nefs,  the  Stools  acquire  a  Confidence,  when 
they  begin  to  be  cured ;  but  in  the  Watry 
Loofenefs  the  Stools  commonly  leflen  in  Quan¬ 
tity,  though  not  in  their  Loofenefs. 

I  Iliould  fay  fomething  of  Opium ^  a  Medicine 
often  made  ufe  of  for  the  Cure  of  every  kind  of 
Loofenefs,  but  as  it  neither  a(5ls  as  an  Aftrin- 
gent,  nor  in  a  Way  obferved  by  Phyficians,  it 
muft  dill  remain  among  other  Defiderata. 


to  the  Public.  I  (hall  not  enter  into  an  unintelligible 
Explication  of  its  Manner  of  acting,  and  how  it  cur^s 
contrary  or  oppofite  Diforders;  I  fhall  reft  the  Truth  of 
that  on  Fads  whenever  I  am  called  upon;  however,  I 
will  promife  to  give  a  very  plain  Account  of  it,  when¬ 
ever  Philofophy  will  have  gone  fo  far  as  plainly  to  ac¬ 
quaint  us,  why  Caftration  fhould  make  the  Horns  of  a 
young  Bull  grow  fafter  and  larger,  and  prevent  the 
Growth  of  the  Horns  of  a  young  Ram,  as  is  manifeft  in 
Oxen  and  Weathers. 
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
